place at the National Convention for National officers and 
for the National Committee, 



Bart commenced the discussion by giving 
a long review of the recently held meeting of the NEC. 
He stated that the meeting lasted

NEC meeting for | 

Bart replied that it was the questions affecting 
the selection of National leadership and the method to be 
employed in selecting and electing the National Committee, 
He stated that the lack of agreement upon these questions 
were of a nature that unless resolved in advance of the 
convention would likely create a very bad situation at the 
convention itself* He said that there was a uniform desire 
on the part of all the National leading personalities to 
obviate, if possible, an open conflict and struggle for 
leadership majority at the convention. He indicated that 
the conflict of personalities which is underlined by different 
attitudes with regard to Communist Party policy and theory 
are the factors which are at work in creating the disturbance, 
Bart stated that had the NEC meeting adjourned on the first 
day the problem of leadership would have been so great that 
an open conflict at the convention would be a certainty. 
He said that the longer the meeting continued and the more 
discussion occurred, and more opinions were frankly laid 
on the table and examined, that more and more 



clarity tended to develop. He said that none of the National 

leaders were in the least interested in an open conflict 

for 

an open struggle/leadership power at the convention. He said 
that all recognized such an event could and would create the 
greatest bad consequences for the entire Party. Consequently, 
all felt a great responsibility in striving to come to a 
uniform view prior to the convention in order that they would 
all be able to appear before the convention and general 
membership of the Party as a united force. However, in 
trying to arrive at this desired end they had to come full 
face upon the many divisions which now rend the leading 
personalities of the National Party. First, there is the 
adament leadership centered around Foster, generally, supported 
by Davis, head of the New York organization; Bert Nelson, 
head of the Washington State organization; Manny Blum, head 
of the Indiana organization; and a large number of lesser 
personalities. There is the group or trend represented by 
Gene Dennis, who in turn receives an inconstant support from 
Stachel, Lumer, and Jackson. There is the third trend, 
now publicly represented by Gus Hall supposedly disassociating 
himself from the extremes of the leftist Foster group and 
the discredited center and vacillating group of Dennis, 
and whose genral program appears to be for the introduction 



of a new, fresh and more of a real type of national and 
state leadership in the Party, He argues for a break with 
the past, a more aggressive policy for uniting the diverse 
trends within the Party, and a more fresh outlook upon the 
problems of the Party in the field of politics and labor. 
In other words, Foster represents a threat to the leadership 
of Dennis and his associates, who could remain leaders 
but only as satellites of Foster and Davis and a completely 
leftist policy and program. The Foster leftist group is 
looked upon by those surrounding Hall as passe, a group 
discredited, and a group whose outlook and policies are 
disadvantageous for the Party. Each of these trends within 
the National leadership have their counterparts and associated 
supporters in the states and districts. The Dennis, Jackson, 
Lumer, Stachel group, being the effective and operative 
National leadership at the present time, obviously feels 
most insecure in face of the aggressive attack by Foster 
and his group on the one hand and the rising threat of 
the Hall group and trends on the other. The problem faced 
by the NEC therefore, was the problem of attempting to 
reconcile or at least unite these three basic and conflicting 
trends and leadership groups in the Party so .as to prevent 
an open struggle at the convention for a majority for 




their respective point of views. 

Bart expressed the present conflict in the 
following fashion; that earlier the Foster group took the 
attitude that what was necessary was for the left and center 
to unite in order to destroy the right. Now it is necessary 
for the left and center to unite in order to assure the 
predominance of National leadership by the left. Obviously 
the so-called center represented by Dennis, et al, do not 
take kindly to this view. Within recent days Foster and 
Davis have accentuated their inner Party maneuvers designed 
to attain complete control for their grouping in the Party. 
Recently an extensive internal struggle has been developed 
within the New York State organization headed by Davis, 
and which is the largest organization in the party. Within 
New York State the Dennis forces are a distinct minority, 
the weak force, and generally a discredited outfit. The Hall Grouj 
has attracted around him many diverse elements of the 
previous center groupings as well as a number of those 
formerly associated with the Gates rightwing group, for 
example, the California organizations headed by Lima, 
Healy, Dobbs, and others with New York and California 
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in the anti -Dennis camp, the insecurities of the Dennis 
group increases. This accounts for the development of a 
considerable recent activity on their part in approaching 
a number of uncommitted elements in the leadership and in 
districts. It should be said that neither of these three 
trends are able to assume or take over the complete leader- 
ship of the Party at the present time. This fact is recognized 
by all. The Poster group cannot assume the leadership 
by an open struggle aiming to defeat and uproot the Denni3 
center group and the trends and forces now magnetizing 
around Hall. The Foster group has the apparent intention 
of asserting itself as the pre-eminent commanding group in 
terms of policy and line, and selected posts in the National 
leadership but requiring the other forces to accept this 
line and become the instruments for carrying it out. The 
other two groups refuse to accept this condition and thus 
all around is created a three way political and organizational 
conflict within the National leadership, and at this point 
the three of them are actively proselytizing throughout the 
Party in preparation for the convention. This was the 
atmosphere and condition of affairs which confronted the 
NEC at the beginning of its recent meeting. Obviously,

a determination of the conflicts could not be resolved in 
one day. This accounts for the six day length of the 
meeting. 

| was heard to ask Bart what conclusion came b7D 
as a result of the political sparring and discussion on the 
question. 

Bart said that had the meeting adjourned the first 
or even second day things would have been very bad, but the 
longer they frankly and openly discussed the problem the 
closer they came to an agreed. viewpoint that it was necessary 
at all costs for the leadership to appear before the convention 
as a united body and to take no chance on any convention 
struggle between them. 

Bart said that while the meeting did not reach 
the point of actually .discussing names and positions to be 
allocated in a leadership agreement, that the main result 
was that there had been created as a result of the six day 
talk, an atmosphere which now made it possible for a discussion 
of names to be approached in a different fashion. The biggest 
achievement of the NEC meeting was, as he thought, creating

this atmosphere which now made it possible for all of them 
to sit down and discuss concrete propositions.

Thus, it 
is proposed to be no larger or smaller than it is at the 
present time. At the convention, rather than the entire 
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convention body voting upon a list of many names in order to 
select 40 or 45, he said thinking is along the lines of 
allocating to geographical areas of the country a percentage 
number of National Committee members to be elected. Thus, 
California perhaps 10 to 12$ of the National Committee; 
Mid-west, perhaps 12 to 15#; Eastern States, perhaps 15-20& 
et cetera, as an example. 

At the convention, after these geographical 
percentages are determined and agreed to, the delegates at 
the convention of these respective areas shall gather .In 
sub-conference and elect from that geographical area members 
corresponding to the percentage allocated.

The first item on the agenda was a 
discussion of "The Worker", . JACK STACHEL was the first 
speaker and advocated the following: 

Have a campaign drive during the Winter and 
Spring to increase circulation and obtain funds for "The 
Worker"; try to work out a midwest edition; introduce .. ; 
new features for the paper and lay down perspectives 
for publication of the "Daily Worker" as soon as possible* 

BILL PATTERSON spoke and said he was in 
agreement with STACHEL 1 S remarks and added that there has 
to be a political appreciation of what "The Worker" 
means to the Party. He said the paper must be given an 
organizational base in every district in the country 
except those districts where "People 1 © World" is the 
dominant publication. He advocated setting up a committee 
which would have authority and which would work on this 
project. 
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-PATTERSON commented in connection with 
"The Worker" expenses, that between now, and the end of 
the year he needed $11,614.00. He said that "The Worker" 
circulation opened the year with 14,129 and closed with 
13,410, with a net loss of 719. 

JACK STACHEL stated that the New York 
comrades should attempt to raise a minimum of $5,000.00 
for "The Worker" before the end of the year. 

BILL ALBERTSON stated that "we" have 
survived recently on borrowed money and felt that possibly 
they could not raise $5,000;00 in New York. He proposed 
that the NEC should make a public appeal to the membership 
and friends of the Party to obtain funds for "The Worker." 

BEN DAVIS, JR. stated that the Party has 
a membership ready to go out and do things but that "we" 
are not giving leadership. He said that starting next 
week "The Worker" should devote a page to the fund drive. 

.GUS HALL said that "we are going to re- 
establish the 'Daily Worker* and remarked that the 
country cannot get along without a 1 Daily Worker 1 ". 
He proposed that a committee be established to examine 
this question and was of the opinion that a resolution 
should be introduced at the convention with concrete 
suggestions as to the type of press apparatus "we" 
want. He cited as possible suggestions a press 
director or a"l*6rker committee and said that he had 
studied the "People's World" Committee in Los Angeles 
and felt that it was doing an excellent Job. 

.PHIL BART commented that more discussion was 
needed and suggested that a press drive could begin during 
January in view of the fact that most of the districts would 
be having their conventions at this time. BART favored the 
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re-establishment of a "Daily Worker" and the setting up 
of a subcommittee to study the question. 

BILL ALBERTSON suggested a press campaign 
to raise money and subscriptions to run from February 1 
to May 1, I960. 

RY LUMER said that he agreed with the previous 
speakers especially regarding the re-establishment of the 
"Daily Worker." 

BEN DAVTS suggested that some time in i960 
a National Conference should be held on the press question. 
He called for an emphasis on the national character of 
"The Worker" and said that consideration should also be given 
to having a Spanish page and urged that the Party concentrate 
on getting advertisements for "The Worker." 

BILL PATTERSON said that rebuilding the paper 
is an. organizational question and suggested that a specific 
person be put in charge of organizing and rebuilding. He 
pointed out that in the Needle Trades, the Party has 
committees set Up to work for the "Freihelt" (horning Preiheit 
but that nothing is done for "The Worker." 

PHIL BART next spoke concerning the coming 
convention and said that the Party has the problem of 
inviting people to the convention as observers who are 
sympathetic to the "left" and to the Party. He suggested 
that at the Sunday session of the convention, following 
the election of national officers, a public session be 
opened about 3:00 PM. He also suggested that a number of 
public figures be invited and that there be radio and 
TV coverage. He commented that the chairman and one 
additional speaker from New York could open this session 
with speeches concerning the Party outlook for this country 
and its people. The informant noted that GUS HALL suggested 
that the full NEC would discuss the question of inviting 
observers to the National Convention. 
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ELIZABETH GURLEY FLYNN next spoke on the 
question of "Political Affairs." She commented that 
^Political Affairs" sho'uia be edited in the headquarters 
building (CP -Headquarters) and that (HERB) APTHEKER should be 
here and meet with us regularly. She said that "we" should 
know more about APTHEKER 1 S activities, where he is going, 
speaking and so forth, and that ,he should be integrated 
into the organization. FLYNN said "we" must evaluate 
"Political Affairs" and decide what kind of a magazine it 
should be. 

The meeting ended with HY LUMER recommending 
that a full discussion of "Political Affairs" would take 
place within a month after the convention. 
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On 10/20/59, NY 2359-S* advised that a meeting of the 
Resident NEC, CPUSA, was held at CP Headquarters, NYC, on 
that date. The chairman of the meeting was EUGENE DENNIS 
and among those in attendance were:

DENNIS opened the meeting by announcing that 
the question of the "letter to the membership" would be 
discussed. 

JAMES JACKSON then described the outline of a 
six-page document being prepared relative to the draft 
resolution which document is to be presented to the membership 
for the purpose of pre-convention discussion* JACKSON said 
that the main theme of this document emphasizes the vital 
importance of the struggle for peace; He indicated that the 
document deals in part with the question of the American 
people *s stake in the fight for peace. JACKSON observed 
that under this general heading there will be projected 
some thinking on the consequences of both the struggle 
for peace and a program for achieving it in the area 
of foreign relations. He continued that the document 
will explain the effect of peace developments as they 
influence the pathways-, to socialism, the effect of peace 
on economic problems in this country, its effect on the 
struggle for Democracy in this country, the effect on the 
trade union struggle and finally the effect on all mass 
organizations ; 

A general discussion followed JACKSON *S presentation. 
During this discussion JACK STACHEL indicated that he was in 
favor of such a document, tout suggested that it be relatively 
brief; He said that it should be published in "The Worker" 
rather than in oither -Party publications because of the time 
that would be involved in reaching the membership.

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QUS HALL did not feel that a letter was needed* 
He said that the Party wants more than a letter and that the 
Party, wants an "analysis and facts" ; He suggested that work 
be done on this right away; 

HY LUMER agreed that some form of document should 
be put out for the purpose of reaffirming the general line 
of the resolution. 

EUGENE DENNIS stated that a document in whatever 
form it emerges should be a document of substance, dealing with 
two or three major questions; DENNIS thought that a committee 
should be set up on it in order to complete the Job this week; 

BEN J. DAVIS, JR. proposed the development of a National 
and International Campaign for the cause of (HENRY) WINSTON and 
(OIL) GREEN with a petition to be circulated over the signatures 
of "all Smith Act victims" including (GEORGE BLAKE) CHARNEY 
and (JOHN) GATES. DAVIS said that this petition should be 
addx-eesed to the President of the United States; 

Following a luncheon recess, JAMES JACKSON gave 
wie report of the subcommittee on the organization of the 
convention; JACKSON said that the committee proposes 
that the convention be organized through a presiding committee 
°L?° me 21 P ersons * rt* 0 would represent the NEC, plus 

£ ona J3 ist £i«t leaders who are not represented on the NEC. 
Tnis presiding Committee would run the convention and function 
as the Nominations and Elections Committee. It would also 
include functions of the Rules Committee; The committee of 
£L«?«£? Z X t sm f! lle r secretariat or Steering Committee 

^??i?^ S ll from fou £ to seveo members. In addition the 
following other committees would be elected: 

1; Credentials Committee 

2; Rules Committee to be incorporated in the 
Presiding^ Committee. 

3; Press Committee 
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, 4; General Resolutions Committee 
5; Main Resolution Committee 
o; Program Committee 
7; Constitution Committee 

JACKSON continued that It would be the function of 
the Program Committee to- prepare the declaration of principles for 
adoption at the convention; He said that the convention will 
elect the NC and- the NO in turn will elect the NEC. He 
described the order of business as follows:

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According to JACKSON, "sandwiched in" on 
Saturday and Sunday, there will be three points of action 
on the final report and special resolutions. JACKSON said 
that with reference to the structure and concept of 
leadership, the following proposals were submitted: 

1; An NC that would meet twice each year 
composed of from 20 to 50 people. 

2. A proposed constitutional amendment to 
specify, that not more than 1/3 of NC be chosen from the 
seat of the National Office and that the remaining 2/3s 
be chosen from representatives of regional districts. 

3; The NC be elected at the convention and 
an NEC of 11 to 13 people be elected by the NC; The 
NEC to meet monthly; 

4. A secretariat of 5 people be elected by the 
NEC subject to endorsement by the NC. 

With respect to the Tttariber and titles of 
national officers for the Party to be elected by the NC, 
the following pltevrfotlvtm were suggested for discussion: 

1. Chairman, secretary, several directors of 
Party functions, ie;, education, legislation, organization, 
etc; 

2; Chairman, secretary, assistant secretary, and 
series of directors. 

3. Chairman, several vice-chairmen., national 
or executive secretary, and several secretaries; 

4. Chairman, one vice-chairman, secretary 
and series of directors.. 
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JACKSON said that it was also proposed that there 
be an establishment of regions in the Party with a regional 
director who may or may not be in New York. These regions 
would draw into the "Regional Committee all NC members in 
each region; 

JACKSON said that the committee proposed a 
designation of people responsible for the preparation of 
major convention document in time for discussion by the NEC, 

JACK STACHEL stressed the importance of the key- 
note speech and said that it should include the latest 
developments; He suggested that a Resolutions Committee 
was needed, with JAMES JACKSON as temporary chairman, in 
order to bring various amendments of the different 
districts together between the State and National convention; 
STACHEL continued that this committee should also engage 
in discussions section by section with each member of the 
committee responsible for a certain section; 

HY LUMER announced that there was to be a 
National Youth Conference in Chicago on 11/14 and 15/59. 
He felt that any action in preparation for the convention 
on the youth question should be held in abeyance until 
after the Chicago convention. 

\S PHIL BART observed that the method of election 

of members of the NC is "all wrong/ 1 

GUS HALL suggested that special youth guests be 
invited to the convention and given the privilege of 
speaking. HALL also commented on the present method 
of electing members to the NC and characterized JLt as 
"ridiculous." He suggested that a complete change be 
brought about. 
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There was a short discussion concerning the 
Party program and HY LUMER suggested that JIM ALLEN 
who is chairman of the Program Committee be called 
in to discuss the work he has done; 

GUS HALL. said that the comrades in the 
various districts would be "tickled pink" to contribute 
to the Party program. 

BEN DAVIS commented that we are dealing here 
with a number of proposals but we have not dealt 
sufficiently with the main question, of how to present 
the Party to the masses i He said that if there is any 
one thing which is the "bone of contention", it is the 
role of the Party and this role cannot be determined 
without discussion; 

HY LUMER next presented "in a rough disorganized 
fashion" an economic report dealing with the effects of 
military expenditurei and the possible effects of 
disarmament on American economy* LUMER stated that military 
spending has resulted in the bolstering of the economy as a 
whole, filling in the gap of economic decline or stagnation 
and that war orders serve as a stimulant to investment. 
He said that military production is actually a method 
of destroying a part of a nation's wealth and further that 
because of large scale government spending, the share of 
taxes paid by the working class as compared to what it 
was before World War II is much greater. He noted that 
military spending accounts for 10^ of the total 
national budget and that military production accounts 
for 15j6 of the labor force; He said that if we deal with 
a question of a cut of armaments, we have to deal with it in 
terms of what must be done and that all these things 
deal with the class struggle; He said that "we" must 
outline a program, noting that a program of social 
welfare should be substituted for a program of military 
production. 
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Informant advised that general discussion followed 
LUMENS report and LUMER at that time remarked that due to 
time limitation he was unable to expand on his report. 

ELIZABETH GURLEY FLYNN next read a letter from 
JIM TORMEY, who said that he had been elected to the post 
of Kings County organizer; TORMEY in his letter criticized 
New York State leadership and requested, that a committee of 
three or five pcpple from the NEC be set up to meet with the 
New York State Board in order to evaluate the work; It was 
decided that discussion of TORMEY* S letter would.be the 
first order of business; 

Meeting adjourned;

In December, 1953, arrangements for a meeting of the 
Second Secretary of the Czechoslovakian Embassy with several 
CP, USA, functionaries who were convicted under the Smith Act, 
were cancelled and a policy was announced that members of 
the first and second leadership group of the CP, USA would 
not meet with Czechoslovakian officials for security reasons. 
USSR Ambassador ZARUBIN had advised the Czechoslovakian Ambassador 
that Soviet Embassy officials never try a direct contact with- 
leaders of the CP, USA. 

During the year 195** communication with KRCHMAREK 
was apparently carried on through CHARLES MUSIL of New York 
City, editor of "NOVA DOBA" a Communist Czechoslovakian language 
newspaper published weekly. 

But in 1955, and continuing through 1959, KRCHMAREK 
had meetings in New York City on many occasions with either the 
Czechoslovakian Ambassador, the Second Secretary, or an Embassy 
Attache . 

On March 19, 1959, KRCHMAREK went directly to the 
Czechoslovakian Embassy, Washington, D.C., for the supposed 
purpose of obtaining a Visa for his daughter and son-in-law 
to visit Czechoslovakia. This is the only recorded instance 
of KRCHMAREK directly visiting the Embassy. 

Reimbursement: 

The documents contain many pleas and justification for 
authorization of payments to KRCHMAREK. These payments were for 
KRCHMAREK to travel to New York City and to help meet his 
expenses in the Smith Act trial. KRCHMAREK himself was the 
originator of many pleas for personal financial assistance and 
he also inquired as to the possibility of financial support from 
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Czechoslovakia for the CP, USA. 

Scope of Information Furnished: 

Documents do not record any Instance of furnishing in- 
formation In violation of espionage statutes. Information per- 
tained to progress of Smith Act trials, programs and policies of 
CP, USA, including reports on CP, USA, National Committee meetings, 
and an estimation of the political and trade union situation 
with the U.S.A. Numerous Communist books and pamphlets were 
also forwarded.

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By teletypes dated 12/5/59 and 12/6/59, the Bureau was 
advised of the agenda at NEC meetings held at the Chelsea Hotel, 
NYC, on 12/4/59 and 12/5/59. Said teletypes reported as follows: 

On 12/4/59, CQ 5824-S advised that on said date he 
attended the full NEC meetings held at Chelsea Hotel, NYC. 
Present were the following: EUGENE DENNIS, MICKIE LIMA, PHIL 
BART, CARL WINTER, GUS HALL, IRVING POTASH, JACK STACHEL, 
ELIZABETH GURLEY FLYNN, HY LUMER, BURT NELSON, BEN DAVIS, JR., 
ARNOLD JOHNSON, JAMES JACKSON, CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT and MORRIS 
CHILDS. The first speaker was MORRIS CHILDS who spoke for 
approximately four hours regarding matters already reports d to the 
Bureau under caption "SOLO; IS-C." 

After an adjournment for lunch the meeting was resumed, 
and DENNIS submitted a report of a five-man committee previously 
appointed to make leadership recommendations. DENNIS explained 
that after considerable discussion the five-man committee has 
appointed two of its members, HALL and himself, to make the 
required recommendations for leadership. He stated that four of 
five man committee had endorsed his and HALUs recommendations, 
which were as follows: DENNIS, Chairman; HALL, General Secretary; 
DAVIS, National Secretary; JACKSON, Editor-in-Chief of "The 
Worker"; LUMER, Educational Director; FLYNN and LIGHTFOOT, Vice- 
Chairmen. There was a general discussion of the recommendations 
contained in DENNIS' report, all being in favor except BEN DAVIS, 
JR., who proposed that he be co-chairman with DENNIS. In view 
of the general approval of the recommendations, DAVIS said he 
believed he wa3 "licked" and indicated he probably would not 
continue to oppose the recommendations. 

At this point there was a suggestion that PHIL BART 
be secretary-treasurer, but after BART objected, stating he 
desired to continue in organizational work, and that there had 
been no previous discussion concerning such a proposal, this 
suggestion was not discussed further. 

GUS HALL, referring to the leadership recommendations 
as furnished by DENNIS in the latter" s report, said that the 
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recommendations constituted "a workable leadership" and were 
the best that could be made. He said that if by chance the 
recommended leadership should prove not to be satisfactory, it 
could be changed later. HALL said that those individuals 
proposed for leadership would be elected by the new National 
Committee, which would have the power to make changes in the 
leadership at a later date if necessary. Everyone except 
ELIZABETH FLYNN spoke concerning the recommendations. All with 
the exception of DAVIS, with initial support of JOHNSON and BURT 
NELSON, agreed that the proposed leadership was the "best proposi- 
tion", BURT NELSON finally, with reluctance, also agreed with 
the majority. No vote was taken on the recommendations, a vote 
being deferred until there should be further discussion of the 
recommendations on 12/5/59. 

There followed a discussion concerning the new National 
Committee. It was agreed that the new National Committee should 
have between 50 and 60 members, the majority of whom should be 
from outside New York. It was also agreed that each Communist 
Party district should be asked for names of those it decided to 
be members of the new National Committee, and that the National 
Convention 3hould be asked to elect these individuals. The 
majority at the meeting was in favor of the National Committee 
being elected by the entire convention. There was no discussion 
of the number of persons to be elected to the NEC, but DENNIS 
mentioned that in his opinion there should be between 11 and 13. 

The meeting was adjourned shortly after 8 p.m. and will 
resume on 12/5/59 at Chelsea Hotel. CG 5824-S believes at 
12/5/59 meeting there will be a final vote on the leadership 
recommendations and a determination as to how many individuals 
should be members of the National Committee. Informant also 
advised that according to MORRIS CHILDS, the latter was told 
privately by GUS HALL that "a couple of people will be co-opted 
to leadership" and that CHILDS would be one of them. 

On 12/6/59, CG 5824-S advised as follows: 

The full National Executive Committee meeting continued 
on 12/5/59* the following individuals being in attendance: EUGENE 
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DENNIS, "MICKIE" LIMA, PHIL BART, CARL WINTER, GUS HALL, IRVING 
POTASH, JACK STACHEL, ELIZABETH GURLEY FLYNN, HY LUMER, BURT 
NELSON, BEN DAVIS, JR., ARNOLD JOHNSON, JAMES JACKSON, CLAUDE 
LIGHTFOOT, MORRIS CHILDS, ANTON KRCHMAREK and CLARENCE HATHAWAY. 
(Informant noted KRCHMAREK and HATHAWAY had not attended National 
Executive Committee meeting on 12/4/59.) 

At the 12/5/59 meeting it was agreed that at the coming 
CP Convention proposals be made to amend the constitution, (l) 
to permit future conventions to determine the size of the National 
Committee, (2) to permit each state organization to nominate for 
National Committee membership not only people from that state 
organization, but also from other state organizations, all names 
submitted to appear on the ballot, except the names of those 
declining nomination, (3) to insure that the National Committee 
membership be representative of all areas of the country. 

It also will be proposed that the constitution be 
amended to require that the National Committee be elected by 
secret ballot. With respect to coming convention, proposals were 
made and approved, but not yet formally adopted by the National 
Executive Committee meeting, (1) that the National Committee should 
consist of 60 members, 60$ of whom should represent districts 
outside New York, (2) that state delegations should make nomina- 
tions, (3) that there should be allocation of representatives 
from various districts. After lengthy study of the above-mention- 
ed proposals, GUS HALL summarized the pre-convention's discussions. 

HALL then criticized people like HOME?* CHASE, ABE UNGER 
and JACK SHULMAN for pursuing a "wrong line", to wit that the 
cold war is over, that the Party's task is to work for peace, 
and that the anti-monopoly coalition is out of date. Others 
who spoke in criticism of "people pursuing the wrong line" were 
DAVIS, LIGHTFOOT, LUMER, WINTER, JOHNSON, JACKSON, FLYNN, HATHAWAY, 
STACHEL, POTASH, CHILDS, NELSON, BART, and DENNIS. These speeches 
stated that the class war will not subside or weaken, that the anti- 
monopoly coalition is not outmoded, and that those "pursuing the 
wrong line" are over optimistic regarding the cold war coming to 
an end. The speakers charged that the missile makers desired the 
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cold war to continue. They stated that in i960 the people can 
be so mobilized for peace and against trusts that the administra- 
tion can be compelled to have an understanding with the Soviet 
Union and the other "socialist countries." 

Those at the National Executive Committee meeting then 
agreed that there should be 119 regular delegates to the coming 
convention, 13 alternates, and a number of invited guests. It 
was further agreed that the National Executive Committee would 
try to elect a presiding committee of 13 for the coming conven- 
tion. Within the presiding coirmittee of 13 there would be a 
nominating committee of 5, who would prepare "the slate." 
Members of the presiding committee would be DENNIS, HALL, DAVIS, 
JACKSON, LUMER, plus the "chiefs" of 8 districts. (CG 5824-S 
stated that it was indicated that ELIZABETH GURLEY FLYNN would 
be one of the 13 on the presiding committee, but he was not sure 
as to how this would be arranged.) 

There followed a final discussion of the leadership 
question, and DAVIS continued to insist that he be co-chairman 
with DENNIS. A vote was taken, and all but DAVIS and BURT 
NELSON voted for leadership as proposed by the subcommittee, 
that is, DENNIS for Chairman; HALL, General Secretary; DAVIS, 
National Secretary; JACKSON, Editor-in-Chief of "The Worker"; 
LUMER, Educational Director, and FLYNN and LIGHTFOOT, Vlce- 
Chairmen. A second and final vote on leadership was then taken, 
DAVIS and NELSON abstaining. This vote gave final approval to the 
slate above mentioned. DAVIS and NELSON were then fisked whether 
they would continue to oppose the slate as approved by the 
National Executive Committee meeting, but neither replied. 
(CG .5824-S stated that it is believed that NELSON will abandon 
support of DAVIS, as ARNOLD JOHNSON already has.) 

It was agreed that there would be a final pre-convention 
National Committee meeting on Wednesday, 12/9/59, the agenda to 
be, (1) a discussion of the organization of the convention, (2) 
a discussion of how former National Committees functioned, high- 
lighting the good or bad points of such National Committee 
functioning, and (3) a summarization by GUS HALL of all pre- 
convention discussions . 
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Informant advised also that he had been told confidential- 
ly by MORRIS CHILDS that the latter had a discussion with DENNIS 
and HALL privately, and was told by them that he would become a 
member of the National Committee either by co-optation or election. 
DENNIS and HALL felt that co-optation might not be advisable if 
CHILDS should be the only one to be .so made a member of the 
National Committee . Instant meeting of National Executive Committee 
was terminated on evening of 12/5/59.

He said the 
Draft in relation to the Negro Question was also not 
linked closely enough with the struggle of the colonial 
peoples going on in Africa. I ~| that there 

were many divisions among the Negro people and read the 
following from Page 52 of the September, 1959 issue of 
'Political Affairs': 'To succeed, the fight for political 
equality requires, first of all, the non-partisan political 
Unity of the Negro people.' He did not feel that the 
Draft had expressed that enough. He also quoted in 
relation to his comment of the Draft not being linked 
closely enough with the struggle of the colonial peoples, 
from the Draft Resolution on the Negro (Question in 
'Political Affairs,' issue of September, 1959, Pg. ^7: 
'Namely, the need to know the enemy, to know the bitter 
opponents of Negro freedom, against whom the main blows 
for emancipation must be directed. Continued unclarlty 
on this vital question distinguishes the Negro freedom 
movement (in a negative respect) from all other movements 
of the world's oppressed peoples. Farther, it lies at 
the heart of the differences which rise within the 
freedom movement regarding emphasis on mass protest 
action as against emphasis on legal (court) action, in 
pursuit of civil rights goals.' 

I 1 said relative to the above that the Negro 

movements in the United States are taking place around 
legal concepts rather than mass protest action. He 
said that needed to be strengthened. 

"Also, in relation to the Negro report I I said we 

had to ask ourselves, 'What is the present status of the 
Negro peoples?' and 'What are the objective conditions for 
them?' He felt that the Draft Resolution was weak on 
these things and did not tie the relationship of their 
struggles in with some of the other struggles going on 
in the world.

It was voted to appoint 
a, Committee from the Administrative Committee to 
arrange £ or a suitable hall for the convention. 
This a action was necessary for security precautions.

PAT TOOHEY was the Chairman of the morning session. 

i 

Organization of Additional Committees 

GUS HALL asked that the convention establish a committee 
or commission on the Jewish question with JACK KLING as the Chair- 
man and the following as members: PAUL NOVICK, JUNE GORDON and 
CHAIM SULLER. Each district could suggest additional people for 
this commission, particularly if they were interested in this 
topic. This proposal was accepted. 

Next a Nationalities Group Commission was established 
with JACK STACHEL as the Chairman. The districts were again 
asked to select representatives for this commission. 

It was announced that the report of the Youth Committee 
or Commission would be given on Saturday following the report on 
Party organization. 

General Discussion 

After the general discussion resumed with JOHN HELLMAN 
as the first speaker, CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT made a brief report on the 
deliberations of the committee for the resolution on the Negro 
question. 

A rule was passed that committees could hot meet during 
a session of the convention unless the entire convention agreed. 
The committee for the resolution on the Negro question was granted 
this permission. 

The general discussion was then resumed. After some 
remarks by BILL TAYLOR, LOUIS WEINSTOCK was given extra time since 
he had travelled recently to countries in Europe. 

Remarks of LOUIS WEINSTOCK 

LOUIS WEINSTOCK stated that Communist Parties in European 
countries have nothing but genuine respect for the Communist Party - 
USA. WEINSTOCK started a controversy with DOROTHY HEALEY. He 
stated that a statement made by HEALEY and which appeared in an 
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October, 1959, issue of the ^'Peoples World", seemed to give aid 
and comfort to those who attack Hungary. Also, the statement by 
HEALEY was a partial attack on the Soviet Union for its actions 
in Hungary. WBINSTOCK said that he thought that DOROTHY HEALEY 
should engage in self-criticism. During his remarks, WE INSTOCK 
said that he thought that the trade union resolution of the Communist 
Party - USA should mention the World Federation of Trade Unions. 

Remarks and Reading of 
"Greetings" by CARL WINTER 

CARL WINTER spoke next and stated that the Communist 
Party — USA should greet all those who came out for peace. This 
would include a greeting even for the declarations for peace msde 
by the ruling classes. He qualified this by stating that guarantees 
are needed to see that these declarations make it possible to 
mobilize the people, unite them for peace and co-existence and 
stay the hands of the war makers. In substance, WINTER said that 
peace and peaceful co-existence cannot be assured without a 
mobilization of the people. 

Parenthetically speaking, WINTER'S remarks were intended 
for those who have been stating that the cold war is practically over. 

WINTER then announced that the 17th National Convention of 
the Communist Party - USA received "greetings" from the Communist 
Parties of New Zealand, Australia, Finland, the Netherlands, and 
Sweden. He stated that he would not read all of them since quota- 
tions from them will be published. One of the "greetings" read by 
WINTER was that from the Communist Party of Sweden. These "greetings" 
stated that peace-loving people observe the Communist Party - USA 
with admiration because it fights for peace and peaceful co-existence. 

WINTER also read the "greetings" from the Communist Party 
of Hungary, which were a very flattering salute to the Communist 
Party - USA. As he read, WINTER emphasized a couple of sentences 
in these "greetings". One sentence was that the "ice of the cold 
war is about to break". Another sentence was "thanks for upholding 
our cause against the counter-revolution". 

By way of comment, the "greetings" from the Communist 
Party of Hungary were mild and with emphasis on peaceful co-existence 
while at the same time hailing the Communist Party - USA as a 
Marxist-Leninist Party which stands for proletarian internationalism. 

Next WINTER read a cablegram containing "greetings" from 
the Communist Party of the Soviet Union. These "greetings" received 
sustained applause. In fact, the applause was greater than that 
which resulted from the reading of any document up to this time in 



the convention. These "greetings" were relatively mild. The 
Communist Party of the Soviet Union greeted the Communist Party - USA 
and its , leadership as fighters for the daily needs of the American 
people and for a pact of friendship between the American and the 
Soviet peoples. These "greetings" emphasized the question of 
peace and peaceful co-existence. 

Announcement Concerning 
JUAN SANTOS RIVERA 

Then the chairman announced that JUAN SANTOS RIVERA of 
Puerto Rico was in an automobile accident and is in the hospital. 
Further, that RIVERA stated that if the doctors would give him 
permission he would come to the convention even if he had fco do 
so in a wheelchair. The chairman then suggested the appointment 
of a committee to visit RIVERA. 

Report on International 
Solidarity by JAMES JACKSON 

This was followed by a report on international solidarity 
,by JAMES JACKSON. JACKSON spoke from notes and was not prepared 
for this report. He repeated many well-worn cliches. He spoke 
of the birth of the Soviet Union and how people throughout the 
world, including the United States, had helped the Soviet Union 
since it was an expression of their hopes and aspirations. 
However, the situation is different now since there are many 
socialist countries and the Soviet Union is on the way to Communism. 
The Soviet Union does not need any help from other countries now. 
On the contrary, the Soviet Union c^r help people the world over, 
not only by example but also materially. 

JACKSON then stated that international solidarity is 
utilized by the capitalist class to charge that Communists are 
foreign agents. He said that it is not true that Communists are 
foreign agents. Communists are united only in regard to the 
universal ideology of Marxism-Leninism. This is what cements the 
ties between Communists throughout the entire world. JACKSON 
stated that there are thirty-four million Communists in eighty 
odd Parties throughout the world.. 

JACKSON also stated that in the fight against imperialism 
it is necessary to have ties with Latin America and with the anti- 
imperialists in theWestern Hemisphere, including those in Canada. 
JACKSON, in this rather poor report, also talked of the current 
situations in Africa and Asia. 



Remarks of ARCHIE BROWN 



ARCHIE BROWN was the first speaker after JACKSON'S report. 
BROWN was given extra time since he had recently been a candidate 
in an election and polled some thirty thousand' votes. BROWN talked 
about his campaign for election. 

Report of IRVING POTASH for the 
Committee on the Trade Union Resolution 

IRVING POTASH then spoke in behalf of the committee on 
the trade union resolution. He pointed out that the second draft 
of the trade union resolution, which was mimeographed and passed 
out to the delegates, differs from the first draft which appeared 
in •Tarty Affairs". He said that he regretted that not all the 
delegates had taken time to read the new draft. 

POTASH then stated that he wanted to emphasize some of 
the Issues which trade unionists currently face in the United 
States. He listed the following: 

The results of automation. 

The effects of peace and disarmament. 

Political action by trade unions. 

The conditions in the steel industry and the need to 
bring the steel strike into other trade unions. 

The need to continue the fight against the Landrum- 
Griffin Act. 

The drive to organize the unorganized, first of all in 

the South, but also in the North. 
The question of the teamsters union. 
The role of the county and city trade union councils. 

POTASH stated that the trade union resolution will 
elaborate on the question of unemployment and the demands of the 
unemployed. It will also deal with the question of youth , and 
women in industry. He stated that the trade union resolution 
will also contain more material on the question of the international 
solidarity of the working class. It will also contain some mention 
of the World Federation of Trade Unions. and the trade unions in 
socialist countries. In conclusion, POTASH said that the first 
sentence of the draft of the trade union resolution might be 
discarded. 




Announcement by ARNOLD JOHNSON 
Concerning the Handling of the Press 

The morning session concluded with a report by ARNOLD 
JOHNSON concerning the handling of the press during this conven- 
tion. He stated that two press releases were being issued each 
day. The press was invited into the Theresa Hotel but not to 
the convention. He said that during the recess for lunch on 
December 10, 1959, CBS and other cameramen were invited to photo- 
graph the convention hall and the slogans on the wall. He commented 
that some comrades misconstrued this invitation and emphasized that 
the Party talked to the press on the lower floors of the Hotel 
Theresa. In conclusion, JOHNSON stated that GUS HALL had appeared 
on television on Thursday evening. 

Afternoon Session 

Continuation of the Discussion 

EVY WIENER, a crippled woman from New York, was the 
Chairman of the afternoon session. She announced that PAT 
TOOHEY, JESUS COLON, WILLIAM L. PATTERSON and a delegate from 
Southern California had been selected as a committee to visit 
JUAN SANTOS RIVERA. 

Remarks of ANTHONY KRCHMAREK 

ANTHONY KRCHMAREK was the first speaker in the afternoon 
session. He discussed the recent steel strike and the possibility 
of another steel strike after the termination of the ninety-day 
injunction. He said that if a vote is taken at the conclusion 
of the ninety-day period a majority of the steel workers will 
vote for a strike. He stated that the steel workers are against 
the steel corporations, the Administration and the Taft-Hartley 
Act. 

KRCHMAREK stated that there is a need to take the 
campaign for solidarity for the steel workers into other trade 
unions so the people will see what the real issues are. 

Remarks of MILT ROSEN 

MILT ROSEN of New York was the next speaker. ROSEN, with 
his shirt-tail hanging out, tries to act like a worker and tries to 
imitate BOB THOMPSON in his remarks. 
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Remarks of DOROTHY HE A LEY 

DOROTHY HEALEY was the next speaker and was granted a 
minute or two extra time for her remarks. She answered the 
criticism directed toward her by LOUIS WBINSTOCK. She stated 
that she is constantly being invited to address meetings where 
non-Communist Party members are in attendance. She said that 
she thought this method of advancing the ideas of the Communist 
Party is a better one than what WBINSTOCK would propose. She 
also corrected some statements attributed to her by WBINSTOCK. 

HBALBY wa s followed by EMANUEL BLUM, NATE SHARPE, 
MARTIN CHANCEY, and I [ who spoke about agricultural ^ /u 

laborers, and by an unidentified speaker from the New York District. 

Report by CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT for the 
Committee on the Resolution on the 
Negro Question 

At this time CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT made the report for the 
committee on the resolution on the Negro question. LIGHTFOOT 
made a very fiery and stirring speech. He began with praise 
for JIM JACKSON who was the author of the original draft of the 
resolution on the Negro question. LIGHTFOOT indicated that the 
entire committee was unanimous in this praise for JACKSON. 

By way of comment, a decision was made that LIGHTFOOT 
should be laudatory in his remarks about JACKSON in an effort to 
offset statements in the press that LIGHTFOOT was challenging 
JACKSON as the leading person in the Communist Party - USA in 
regard to the South and the Negro question. 

LIGHTFOOT said that there will be some corrections 
made in the resolution on the Negro question in regard to the 
role of women and the youth. Also, the section dealing with 
Negro nationalism will be strengthened. He mentioned that the 
Moslem movement is attracting the Negro youth in the United 
States, and that the Muslim Cult of Islam has in excess of 
seventy thousand members in the United States. He described 
it as a movement of the impotent. He said that it is based on 
racial pride, but the Communists cannot allow racial pride to 
split the Negroes and the whites. 

LIGHTFOOT emphasized that there are now two million 
Negro trade unionists in the United States. He commented that 
this is something new and revolutionary, and that these Negro 
trade unionists are beginning to influence all facets of Negro 
life in the United States. 
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Discussion of LIGHTFOOT's Report 



It appeared that LIGHTFOOT's report was received \Uth 
enthusiasm by the convention. However, some of those associated 
with the Left viewpoint started to criticize LIGHTFOOT's report 
and the resolution. This group, with PETTIS PERRY as the spokesman, 
maintained that LIGHTFOOT's report was really divided into two 
parts. Therefore, the vote on the resolution should be divided 
into two parts. Specifically, that the question of the right to 
self-determination in the Black Belt be separated from the rest of 
the resolution, which deals with the daily problems in the struggle 
for Negro rights. 

LIGHTFOOT's counter to PERRY was that the vote of the 
committee on this resolution was thirteen to five and the resolu- 
tion calls for the abandoning of the theory of the right of self- 
determination. Furthermore, the committee voted unanimously in 
favor of the main line of the resolution on the Negro question. 

Delegates from Southern California, the State of Washington, 
and others got up to demand that the vote on the resolution on the 
Negro question be in two parts. The delegation from New Jersey 
proposed that the discussion on self-determination be postponed 
while the rest of the resolution was voted on. EMANUEL BLUM joined 
in the opposition to the majority of the committee on the resolution 
on the Negro question. 

There were some parliamentary maneuvers and it was ruled 
by the parliamentarian, NAT ROSENBLUTH of New York, that there 
could be no amendment to a resolution unless the committee for 
that resolution agreed to it or a vote was taken and the resolution 
was defeated. 

The debate on this issue was very sharp. Among those 
participating in the discussion, pro and con, were EARL DURHAM, 
HOSEA mro soM. .Tin tormkv CAL, a young Negro from Washington 
(possibly I I . JOE FIG UBIREDO of Norther n California,

MC ADORY, PETTIS PERRY, and WILLIAM PATTERSON. b7c 

CHARLENE MITCHELL said that she was opposed to the d is- 
carding of the theory of self-determination. I I said 
she favored a special resolution dealing with the youth and 
desegregation. PETTIS PERRY said that he was one of the five in 
the committee who voted against the discarding of the theory of 
self-determination. PATTERSON said that he thought that the 
resolution on the Negro question is a good resolution and that 
Communists will make gains in the Negro community if they utilize 
this resolution. 
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Vote on the Resolution on 
the Negro Question 



JAMES JACKSON, after consulting with GUS HALL, agreed 
to a vote on whether the. section of the resolution on the Negro 
question dealing with self-determination should be voted on 
separately. The result of this vote was twenty- two in favor of 
voting separately on the section dealing with self-determination 
and eighty-four in favor of voting on the entire resolution. 

This was followed with a vote on the entire resolution 
with the following results: five opposed; thirteen abstaining; 
and one hundred and fifteen in favor. 

By way of comment, this was a crushing defeat for the 
so-called Left or factionalists. CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT carried the 
day and this was quite a boost for his personal prestige. It 
was noted' that BURT NELSON voted with the majority on this issue. 
While he had been supporting the point of view of the Left, he 
may have started to count noses and came to the conclusion that 
if he wanted to remain in the national leadership he would have 
to vote against the Left on this issue. 

Still by way of comment, an even more interesting point 
was that BEN DAVIS was absent during the discussion and debate 
on this issue. DAVIS had previously told the leadership of the 
Communist Party - USA that he agreed with the resolution on the 
Negro question, which discards the theory of self-determination 
in the Black Belt. If DAVIS were to get organizational support 
from the Left, he would have to support their point of view in 
regard to the theory of self-determination. However, by being 
absent during this part of the convention, he could leave the 
leadership with the impression that he was sticking to his 
committments, while at the same time he was not antagonizing 
the supporters of the Left point of view. 

At the conclusion of this flurry and vote, the convention 
adjourned for dinner. 

Evening Session of 
December 10, 1959 

GEORGE MEYERS was the Chairman of the evening session 
which began with the playing of recorded "greetings" from TIM 
BUCK, head of the Communist Party of Canada. These "greetings" 
had been delivered to the Communist Party - USA within the 
preceding twenty- four hours by ELIZABETH MASCOLO. 



This was followed by a rather disorganized report by 
BEN DAVIS on the 1960 elections. 

The general discussion was resumed and after some 
remarks by CARL WINTER, AL RICHMOND spoke. 

Remarks of AL RICHMOND 

AL RICHMOND stated that the Communist Party - USA has 
to stress something which is new and that is the question of the 
growing understanding between the Soviet Union and the United 
States and the question of disarmament. He stated that disarmament 
is the chief issue in the United States and that it will split 
the Democratic Party. RICHMOND said that the Republican Party 
has an advantage over the Democratic Party because it stands for 
peace. He emphasized that the Communist Party - USA had better 
recognize this fact. 

Vote on the Resolution Dealing 
with the 1960 Elections 

After some remarks by HOMER BATES CHASE, ARNOLD JOHNSON 
asked for a vote on the resolution dealing with the 1960 elections. 
This resolution was adopted unanimously with the understanding 
that it may be edited. 

Report on the Farming Community 
by JOHN HELLMAN 

JOHN HELLMAN then made a report on the situation in the 
farming community. He also explained the resolution dealing with 
farmers matters. HELLMAN asked how many, in the hall ever saw a 
farm paper. Two hands were raised. There was no discussion on 
the resolution on farmers matters. 

Report by JACK KLING for the 
Credentials Committee 

The sessions of December 11, 1959, concluded with a 
report by JACK KLING for the Credentials Committee which had 
compiled the following statistics as of that time: 

187 people in attendance at the convention (It is 
believed that this number was increased by the attendance of 
approximately 40 additional people at the evening session of 
December 11, 1959.) 

134 delegates were in attendance., 

27 alternate delegates were in attendance. 
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20 fraternal delegates were in attendance. 

48 visitors were in attendance during the evening of 
December 11, 1959. 

Of the delegates and alternate delegates, 112 are males 
39 are females, and 33 are Negroes.

Morning Session 

CLARENCE HATHAWAY was the Chairman of the morning , 
session. . 

"Greetings" from the Communist 
Party of China 

JAMES JACKSON read parts of the "greetings" from the 
Communist Party of China. JACKSON said that these "greetings" 
will be published. The tenor of the "greetings" was that American 
imperialism is preparing for war. 

By way of comment, it is believed that the "greetings" 
from the Communist Party of China will be edited before publication. 

Remarks of PHIL BART 

on Party Organization 
———————————————— 

PHIL BART stated that there was; no time to prepare a 
report on Party organization. Therefore, his remarks would deal 
primarily with the section of the > general resolution which deals 
with the Party. He said that the Communist Party. - USA should 
direct all its attention to mass work. The main stress.; should be 
on the development of a united front movement., As is stressed in 
the main. resolution, "The united front remains an un-won battle." 

BART said that he was proposing, some additions to. the 
section of the main resolution which deals. with the Party., These 
proposals will repudiate the concept of a united party of socialism. 
This was the concept of the. 16th- National .Convention., . The/reason 
for the repudiation of this concept is ;that dt^is -not a Marxist- 
Leninist concept. y-:'v'<v ( s;'%>:s:«:4'v 

BART said that the Party organization^ can only, develop 
as a result of mass struggles. This is wfiy'there is stress in 
the resolution on Party organization that the .Party club ...Is- the 
main organization within the Party. Next BART stated, that ja. 
sentence or two will be added to the main resolution in regard 
to the Party leadership. The leadership will be criticized. It 
will be stated that there was failure* on the part of the leader- 
ship to be abreast of new developments. " The reason for this 
criticism is that the question of being abreast .of new * developments 
is related to mass work. " . . \>" 



Then BART stated that page three of the main resolution 
has been completely changed except for two paragraphs* He said 
that the ruling class aims to interfere and to delude the class 
consciousness of 'the people* Therefore, a constant struggle is 
necessary for the line of the Party and against revisionism in 
order to counter the ideology of the bourgeoisie* 

BART said that the Party must also struggle against Lef t 
sectarianism because LENIN pointed out that Leftism is the price 
the Party pays for revisionist errors* 

Then BART stated that some small changes will be made 
in the draft resolution on Party organization* In the part of 
this document where some districts are cited for good work, this 
will be deleted* The reason for this deletion is that some 
districts cannot be cited without citing all of them* Also, in 
line six, paragraph seven of page five, the last word "checks" 
will be changed to "theses". Also, on page six, something will 
be added in regard to Party leaders and a Party cadre training 
program* It will be stated that the leadership must give special 
emphasis to cadre training and development* In this regard, 
emphasis must be placed on training women, especially Negro women. 

BART said that the 17th National Convention will not 
adopt this resolution on Party organization* The discussion alms 
* .to establish some principles and methods in order to overcome 
some serious organizational weaknesses. Therefore, he would 
propose that the resolution , on Party organization be discussed 
in all clubs. Following this club discussion, that the districts 
call conferences to take up the strengthening of the Party 
organization* 

Concerning membership figures, BART said that the con- 
vention represents 6,000 dues paying members but it does not repre- 
sent all those who consider themselves Party members* Some people 
do not pay Party dues or attend meetings* Most often it is not their 
fault* Because of the liquidationalists, their activities, their 
carelessness in handling of records and the loss of some records, 
it will be necessary to re-establish ties and contacts with many 
thousands who consider themselves Communist Party members. 

Continuing, BART stated that dues payments never reflected 
one hundred per cent of the membership. Statistics show that dues 
payments were , never more than seventy-five to eighty-five per cent 
of the Party membership. Today the percentage of dues payments is 
lower than this average. If all of these things are considered 
then it would be correct for the convention to estimate that there 
might be a membership of close to ten thousand. 



In concluding, BART emphasized that the downward curve 
in membership has ceased and is now on the upgrade. He said that 
at the beginning of 1960, the National Office will have proposals 
for a recruiting drive to last until May 1, 1960. He said that 
he believes that this drive will be successful because of the 
discussions occurring at the 17th National Convention. 

In private conversations, BART said that the membership 
figures he was giving to the convention were "chiefly for the press 1 
BART also stated that he will not be satisfied just to be a member 
of the new National Committee. He said that if the Party wants 
him to be the National Organization Secretary he will have to be 
a member of the National Executive Committee. He stated that he 
will not be the stooge for GUS HALL for the next two years. 

General Discussion 

The following then participated in the general discussion 
BETTY GANNETT, TOMMY DENNIS, MORT from Buffalo (possible MORTY 
S CHEER) , GERALD YNE LIGHTFOOT, and TOM NABRIED. 

Remarks of JAMES WEST 

JIM WEST then read a letter from the Columbia College 
Political Assembly. In this letter Communists were invited to 
send speakers. The letter talked about the program of the 
Communist Party, and indicated a desire to know about the Party's 
program. This letter was used to show that there is an interest 
in the Communist Party in the United States and that this gives 
possibilities to the Party. 

WEST also stated that fourteen resolutions had been 
received by the convention from various districts and clubs. 

Resolution on Women's Matters 

JUANITA (possible JUAN ITA WHEELER) read the resolution 
dealing with work among women. Then RHODA from New York (possibly 
RHODA GADSON) and EVY WIENER from New York spoke. 

Motion on the Section of the Main 
Resolution Dealing with Party Organization 

PHIL BART then announced that a suggestion was received 
from Philadelphia that the Communist Party - USA needs to 
re-examine its struggle for legality. 




BART then moved for the adoption of the section of the 
main resolution which deals with Party organization. This motion 
was approved unanimously. 

Document in Regard to 
Mexicans-* Americans

read a large document. He said that with the aid of Mexican h7 
comrades it took a year to prepare this document. The document 
pointed to the oppression of Mexicans-Americans in the Southwestern 
part of the United States. 

I I of the need to organize Mexican-American 

agricultural workers. He said that some districts, such as 
Illinois, Indiana, Ohio, California, Colorado and others, should 
set up Mexican- American committees. 

Resolution on Japenese-Americans 

A woman from California called KETTY (possibly KETTY 
JOHNSON) read a resolution on Japanese-Americans. This* resolu- 
tion asked that the Communist Party - USA go on record to correct 
an eighteen-year old error* and re-establish ties with Japenese- 
Americans. 

She also read a resolution on American Indians. This 
resolution charges the United States Government with genocide, 
the scrapping of treaties, and Anglo-Saxon white chauvinism. 
The resolution pointed out that' up to now the Party approach to 
American Indians has been very limited. She asked that this 
question of American Indians be placed on the agenda and that a 
movement be created to help solve the problems of the Indians. 

Report on the Party Press 

Next a report on the Party press was given by GEORGE 
MEYERS of Maryland. He said that the following states were 
represented on the convention committee on press matters: 
Illinois, Michigan, Ohio, New York, Minnesota, and Maryland. 
MEYERS said that there is a need to improve the contents of 
"The Worker". 

Remarks of WILLIAM L. PATTERSON 

WILLIAM L. PATTERSON also spoke for the committee on 
press matters. He read from the resolution on the Party organizat- 
ion and suggested an amendment to the effect that there is a 
need to improve the contents of "The Worker". 
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Then PATTERSON said that the Party did not fulfill the 
quota of $75,000 in the last fund drive for "The Worker". Only 
$65,000 was raised. He asked that the new National Committee 
inaugurate a drive for funds for "The Worker", this drive to 
begin in January and run to June. The aim of this drive should 
be to raise $75,000 to $100,000. 

PATTERSON then gave a big build-up to JACK STACHEL. 
He said that STACHEL is the man who kept "The Worker" together, 
both politically and organizationally. He said that without 
STACHEL there would have been no "The Worker". PATTERSON also 
stated that the circulation of "The Worker" can be raised to 
20,000 if responsibility is fixed. He also announced that the 
committee on press matters agreed that a Midwest edition of "The 
Worker" will be established. He urged that committees be set up 
in each and every district in order to build "The Worker". 

Remarks of JACK STACHEL 

JACK STACHEL continued the remarks concerning the press . 
He said that it was a great pleasure for him to make the motion 
he was going to make. He said that once before he had made a 
motion which was just as significant as this motion; He stated 
that during the 1920s he had made a motion to change the name of 
the Workers Party to the Communist Party. 

Then STACHEL stated that his motion is that this National 
Convention instruct the incoming National Committee to work out a 
plan to achieve the goal of establishing a "Daily Worker" by the 
time of the 1960 presidential elections. STACHEL said, comrades 
will ask if this proposal is practical. He stated that it is his 
opinion, as well as that of the committee on press matters, 
that it is practical although it will require sacrifices. Mean- 
while, he would suggest that the Party work to get 20,000 readers 
of "The Worker". If this can be accomplished, it will determine 
if we can have a daily paper. 

All motions in regard to the press were adopted 
unanimously. 

"Greetings" from the 
Communist Party of France 

GUS HALL read "greetings" from the Communist Party of 
France. These "greetings" were relatively mild and were sent by 
JACQUES DUCLOS. 
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Report by GUS HALL on the 
Election of the Leadership 



GUS HALL then outlined the plan for the election of 
members to the National Committee. He said that this convention 
is a step in the process to rebuild the Party. He stated that 
this , convention will not do everything or make all the corrections 
at* ©nceS tffce method 6t t'fiS election imtKthe ftftb Wt 
Committee is fitted into this problem. We are working for unifica- , 
tion of the Party but there are still some left-overs of disunity. 
Some state committees have expressed a lack of confidence in the 
leadership and these criticisms will determine the size of the 
National Committee. For the leadership to win confidence is a 
process. 

Then HALL said, the referendum made it possible for 
this convention to elect the National Committee. The size 
recommended is 50 members. The National Committee to be divided 
as follows: 35 to be nominated or suggested by the states and 
15 who will be called an enlarged group or category or pool to be 
nominated by the entire convention. Thus there will be two types 
of nominations, those by the states and the general category or 
those on the national staff. 

Then HALL stated that this afternoon and evening the 
districts will hold caucuses to make nominations. He said that 
they should try to make balanced nominations, that is, women, 
Negroes, and youth should be among those nominated. Nominees 
should be listed by the states according to preference. Then 
the state nominations will go to the convention nominating committee. 
This committee will determine if the nominations are balanced. 
It is possible that the nominations committee may ask for additional 
nominations from the floor. There will be a box for the general 
pool and a box for each state. 

HALL said that the following is the proposed division 
of the National Committee by states, and these figures were 
arrived at as a happy medium.

HALL asked that the convention give permission to the 
National Committee to elect the national officers. He pi'oposed 
that the new National Committee meet twice a year and they will 
try to hold plenary sessions for as long as a week and will set 
basic policies. He said that he thinks that the new National 
Executive Committee will be composed of fourteen or fifteen mergers, 
but the National Committee will decide this. The National Executive 
Committee will meet every six weeks or so. A secretariat of five 
will be the operative leadership. Later on consideration will be 
given to regional setups and how they, will function. The National 
Executive Committee will make proposals in regard to this and 
possibly there will be Eastern, Midwestern, and Western regions 
with members of the National Committee participating. 

JOHN HELLMAN stated that the size of the National 
.Committee should be reduced because it costs $4,000 to hold a 
meeting. A proposal to this effect was defeated. 

On the proposals of GUS HALL, one was opposed, eight 
abstained, and all other delegates voted for the proposals. 

At this time the convention was adjourned for lunch.

GERALDYNE LIGHTFOOT was the Chairman of the afternoon 

session. 

Report and Discussion

BILL ALBERTS ON made the report and introduced the 
resolution on youth matters.

Someone from the floor raised the question of the right 
to dissent, BURT NELSON then made the following motion which; was 
adopted: That this convention goes on record instructing the 
National Committee to make changes in the Constitution in con- 
formity with democratic centralism. 

A motion was made to appoint five tellers who would' 
distribute the ballots, count the ballots, and so forth during 
the election of members to the National Committee, . : 

At this point .the convention adjourned to allow the .

It was the understanding of the presiding committee , 
that every district leader would be included in the nominations;

himself, JAMES WEST, SAM KUSHNER, and FLO HALL. He explained 
that MORRIS CHILDS would be elected to the National Committee 
in some other manner. NATE SHARPS was also a candidate. tfVs'tv 

JIM WEST refused to run on the grounds that if a district 
such as Illinois did not nominate an industrial worker, the New 
York district might nominate RALPH TURNER and the convention. might 
elect him. MORRIS CHILDS and FLO HALL endorsed the recommendations 
of LIGHTFOOT, KUSHNER merely said that it was a good thing that 
WEST withdrew and that Illinois should nominate an industrial 
worker. Someone suggested that Illinois nominate five persons and 



let the convention vote for four of them. This was discarded on 
the theory that if Illinois could not select four nominees then 
the convention should not be asked to make this decision for the 
Illinois District. JACK KLING spoke against the nominations 
proposed by LIGHTFOOT. 

A secret ballot was taken with fourteen delegates votin 
LOLA BELLE HOLMES , an alternate delegate, replaced EUGENE DENNIS 
who was ill. KUSHNER received only four votes. He became pale, 
excited, and stalked out of the room. LIGHTFOOT became excited 
but finally persuaded SHARPE to withdraw his name. A private 
poll was taken and it was agreed to nominate the four originally 
proposed by LIGHTFOOT.

The committee on the constitution had met until mid- 
night on December 11, 1959. It was claimed that this committee 
finally agreed unanimously to amend the constitution instead of 
substituting a new constitution for the old one. However, on 
the morning of December 12, 1959, BURT NELSON, Chairman of the 
committee on the constitution, and JACK SHULMAN were circulating, 
on their own initiative, a mimeographed document proposing a 
radically changed constitution which would go all out for 
democratic centralism. NELSON was told that he was violating the 
desires and the spirit of the committee on the constitution. 

It was felt that there would be an all-out battle when 
the report of the committee on the constitution was presented to 
the entire convention. However, BURT NELSON was forced into 
line. He made the report for the committee on the constitution and 
urged the convention to adopt the amendments to the constitution 
which were proposed by this committee. At the same time, however, 
NELSON indicated that he may have some personal views. The 
New York delegation, led by BEN DAVIS, and a minority group in 
the Southern California delegation appeared to be poised for a 
battle,, but when BURT NELSON retreated they did also. 

A big problem for the majority was the lack of forceful 
leadership on the part of GUS HALL. In private discussions, 
JAMES JACKSON, CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT, PHIL BART, JACK STACHEL, MICKEY 
LIMA, JACK KLING, SAM KUSHNER and others said that HALL was letting 
matters run wild. Even HALL* s buddy, HY LUMER, expressed dis- 
satisfaction with the lack of leadership on the part of HALL. 
The complaint was that HALL was letting some matters drift instead 
of speaking up. Some persons told HALL that if he wants to be a 
leader he should lead and that the convention was not a popularity 
contest to enhance his personal prestige.

LIGHTFOOT spoke 
of attending an NEC (National Executive Committee) 
meeting in New York. LIGHTFOOT inquired whether 
KUSHNER had written a draft trade union resolution 
and KUSHNER stated he had.

read. LIGHTFOOT commented he noted there were some 
things In it about the class collaborationism of 
REUTHEB and MEANY which were not included in the 
resolution. He commented that there are questions 
regarding the intent of the employer and the Negro 
Labor Alliance, but none of these points stood out. 

LIGHTFOOT commented regarding the meeting 
that four of the seven days were spent on leadership, 
however, he was not at liberty to go into it. He 
stated at the end of the four days, a committee was 
set up on this question. LIGHTFOOT commented that 
there was a split in the meeting.' LIGHTFOOT commented 
in regard to the convention agenda, it would be quite 
different than it was before. LIGHTFOOT commented 
that PHIL (BART) had stated he . could not answer a 
letter directed to him by JIM WEST since there must 
be a meeting called in order to. get an answer. WEST 
indicated he expected the convention to have about 
85 delegates and LIGHTFOOT stated Illinois would have 
13 delegates. 

LIGHTFOOT commented the convention would 
be opened by EUGENE DENNIS and there would be a 
selection of committees. He stated' then there would be 
resolutions and the trade union resolution will be 
discussed with the general resolution. He stated he 
expected IRVING (POTASH) to give the trade union 
report and then there will be a report oh the Negro 
question, which LIGHTFOOT will handle. He stated 
there will be a youth report handled by HY (LUMER) and 
then there will be nominations and elections. LIGHTFOOT 
stated that on election procedure, the same one as last 
time would be accepted and people can be elected from 
the states or at large. 
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LIGHTFOOT then commented on the trade union , 
resolution again, stating in a certain sense this 
reflects certain bankruptcy in the trade union work 
and it is bad at this late date. He stated four points 
were singled out for discussion, Including consideration 
of what is new in the labor field, the question of Negro 
Labor Alliance, electoral perspectives, and peace. 
LIGHTFOOT commented there was a big discussion on the 
Landrum-Grif fin Bill in which CARL (WINTER) posed some 
questions of using this in work on the Bill of Rights 
struggle. LIGHTFOOT commented the feeling is that 
even worse legislation would. emerge from the next 
Congress, particularly from the angle of the situations 
created by the steel strike. 

LIGHTFOOT said that on the organization 
resolution, there was one remarkable aspect. He stated 
that not a single soul raised a question about any of 
the things from before - the right and left danger, the 
l£>th Convention or a United Party of Socialism. He 
stated further the central point of the resolution was 
gearing the Party for the purpose of executing its mass 
policies. He stated he did not see much difference between 
the national resolution and the one from Illinois, except 
that the Illinois one ma.y be a little more concrete. 

LIGHTFOOT then spoke of a struggle for power 
going on in the national leadership of the Party. He 
stated GUS HALL is likely to emerge as the leader of the 
Communist Party (CP). He stated the feeling is that 
HALL is the America^ iKHRUSHCHEV type of smiler and behind 
the mask of the smiling eyes is a tough man who is going 
to be called upon to put the Party back on the highway 
of struggle. He commented that if the situation required, 
HALL would be organizing riots all up and . down the country 
as opposed to a moderate. EUGENE DENNIS. LIGHTFOOT indicated 
he thought this might explain why the FBI was following 
HALL everywhere he went. 
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LIGHTFOOT commented that BILL (FOSTER) sent in 
a letter reflecting on the leadership. He stated that 
in the letter, BILL asked why the Party is not getting 
in on the attack of REUTHER, stating the Soviet Union 
a is attacking REUTHER and "we don't say a word". LIGHTFOOT 

? commented that it was a very negative letter, wherein 

proposals for leadership were made and BILL proposed GUS 
(HALL) for General Secretary, BEN DAVIS for Negro work, 
and GENE (DENNIS) for the Legislative Secretary. LIGHT- 
FOOT stated the committee discussed the letter and 
unanimously opposed it. 

LIGHTFOOT also commented that in New York a 
struggle is also developing. He commented that BILL 
ALBERTSON is on one side and BEN DAVIS on the other, 
with DAVIS getting strong support from Manhattan and 
from the . industrials. He stated the fight in New Tork 
is centering around the question of the rele of the; 
Party; it is united front versus independent position. 

LIGHTFOOT commented that he did attend a 
meeting of the New Ydrk .State Committee and BEN (DAVIS) 
made a brilliant report on local affairs. He stated 
BEN dealt with a whole number of projects on how 
disarmament would concretely help to solve this and 
help solve the social welfare problem. He formulated 
a question on the overcrowding of the New Tork tenements 
and favored a month out of, New Tork in out of state areas, 
calling for a conversion of ROCKEFELLER * s estate for camps 
for children.

LIGHTFOOT stated BILL ALBERTSON spoke on New 
Tork aside from the emphasis on united front and the 
independent role of the Party. LIGHTFOOT stated there 
is a feeling in New York that what was needed was an 
alliance between the left and the center to defeat the 
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right; and now that the right has been defeated, we 
don't need the center any more, so we will kick them 
out, 

LIGHTFOOT stated he finally met with NOVICK 
and Comrade SULLER. LIGHTFOOT stated that in New York 
everybody was enthusiastic about KLING taking over 
the work ("Morning Freiheit" job) , however, they would 
like to have KLING come to the center. LIGHTFOOT 
stated they wanted KLING to start right away and want 
him to attend a"Freiheit" Conference. LIGHTFOOT stated 
comrades in the center are particularly glad about it 
on the basis of problems they have in a Jewish Commission. 
He stated they feel that KLING will be a valuable addition 
to help solve some of the problems. LIGHTFOOT stated 
they do not look for my miraculous Increase in subscriptions. 
He stated that KLING would handle the Jewish work and 
through that development lay the foundation around which 
the subscriptions to the "Freiheit" will be raised. 
LIGHTFOOT commented that SULLER is Secretary of the 
Jewish Commission and they do have problems. 

LIGHTFOOT spoke about the proposals for the 
National Committee , stating there is a proposal to 
have a 45 man National Committee and a 13 man National 
Board. 

KLING raised a point with regard to the referendum. 
He stated prior to the last convention; Illinois knew 
how many members it would have, but now things are mixed 
up. He stated the National Committee will have a certain 
number | but the districts do not know the number they 
will have. It was stated that it was the understanding 
that Illinois could vote for preferences to the National 
Committee. KLING commented he is afraid some hard feelings 
might be created at the first session of the State Convention 
if they discuss who may or may not be members of the 
National Committee.

Time, Type, and Place of Meeting 

The first day of sessions of the 17th National Conven- 
tion of the Communist Party - USA were held in the Hotel Theresa

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Organizing the Convention

PHIL. BART then gave details concerning the organizing 
of the Convention. He said that it would consist of nine sessions. 
These sessions would be devoted to the main resolution, the Con- 
stitution, other resolutions, the election of the National Com- 
mittee, etc, JACK KLING, of Illinois, was in charge of the physi- 
cal arrangements for the Convention* 

PHIL BART proposed a Presiding Committee of thirteen. 
Of these, six would be from the outgoing National Executive Com- 
mittee, and seven from the various Districts, Individuals proposed 
for the Presiding Committee were EUGENE DENNIS, GUS HALL, HY LUMER, 
ELIZABETH GURLEY FLYNN, BEN DAVIS, and< JAMES JACKSON, from the 
National Executive Committee; JAMES VEST, ED CHAKA, TOMMY DENNIS, 
ARCHIE BROWN, DOROTHY HEALEY, SAM DAVIS, and BURT NELSON, from 
the Districts, 

The first challenge from the supporters of the Left 
point of view came in regard to the number who should be on the 
Presiding Committee and the duties of the Presiding Committee. 
The supporters of the Left point of view wanted a Presiding Com- 
mittee of twenty Instead of thirteen. However, the Convention 
voted that the Presiding Committee should consist of only thirteen 
members, ' The Left also wanted an Election Committee instead of 
having the elections handled by the Presiding Committee, JACK 
STACHEL "gummed up the works" by being instrumental in making a 
concession to the Left to the effect that the Election Committee 
should be a separate committee. 

The Presiding Committee then met as .the first session 
concluded with a break for lunch.

In regard to the committee for the resolution on Latin 
American affairs, PAT TOOHEY had been working on some material for 
this resolution* When he was not named as the temporary chairman 
of this committee, TOOHEY walked out of the Convention. CLAUDE 
LIGHTFOOT and others persuaded him to return, and GDS BALL later 
announced that TOOHEY would he the temporary chairman of the com- 
mittee for the resolution on Latin American affairs. 

The various District delegations were to name delegates 
for all of these committees. The committees would then meet and 
elect a permanent chairman and secretary. 

The Credentials Committee was also appointed, with JACK 
KLING as the chairman? IRVING, from New York; STERLING ROCHESTER, 
from Eastern Pennsylvania; HANLEY HEMMINGSON, from Minnesota; and 
JOE MARTINEZ, from Southern California. 

The rule was adopted limiting the time for a speaker 
during the discussion period to seven minutes. No delegate was 
to speak twice on the same topic until all others in the delega- 
tion had an opportunity to speak on the same subject. It was 
agreed that Robert* s Rules of Order would be used, and that NAT 
ROSENBLUTH, from New York, would serve as the parliamentarian. 

Keynote Address by GUS HALL 

The keynote address was given by GUS HALL due to the 
illness of EUGENE DENNIS. It was agreed that HALL's address would 
be subsequently mimeographed and distributed. This was done. (A 
copy of HALL's keynote address has been submitted separately). 

Announcements and Reading of Additional 
"Greetings" from other Communist Parties 
by JAMES JACKSON 

JAMES JACKSON then announced that Parts I and II of the 
main resolution would be distributed, since they relate to the 
address of GUS HALL and the report which would be given by HYMAN 
LUMER. 

Next, JAMES JACKSON read "greetings" from the Communist 
Party of Italy. These "greetings" were signed by PALMIRO TOGLIATTI 



The theme of these greetings was that the visit of NIKITA KHRUSH- 
CHEV, to the United States opens up the prospect for disengagement 
and for peaceful co-existence. The "greetings" pledged that the 
Communist Party of Italy will advance the cause of the "Spirit 
of Camp David". 

JACKSON then read the "greetings" from. the Communist 
Party of Czechoslovakia. 

Speech by HYMAN LUMER on Peace and Disarmament 

This was followed by the speech of HY LUMER on peace and 
disarmament ♦ The theme of LUMER* s report was that there is a new 
situation in the world, and that the Communist Party - USA will 
have to mobilize for peace. Peace will not be obtained without a 
fight because of the policies of the monopolies. The Communist 
Party - USA should advocate a program to replace the war economy 
with a peace economy. 

Discussion Pe riod 

MILFORD SUTHERLAND was the first speaker in the discus- 
sion period. He was followed by a delegate from Northern Cali- 
fornia and a delegate from the Northwest. Then ESTHER CANTER 
UNGER and PAUL ROBESON, JR., spoke. All of these speakers pre- 
sented the line of the Leftists. While they stated that they 
agreed with the wonderful speech of GUS HALL, they launched into 
an attack on the present policy of the leadership in regard to the 
cold war and the formation of an anti-monopoly coalition. The 
thesis of the supporters of the Left viewpoint is that the cold 
war is about over. If emphasis is placed on the anti-monopoly 
coalition, then the Party will not be able to mobilize large sec- 
tions of the population in the United States for peace. 

The concluding speaker at this session was MORRIS 
CHILDS, who contradicted the thesis of the previous speakers dur- 
ing this discussion period. 

The first day of sessions concluded with announcements 
by PHIL BART concerning the places where the various committees 
would meet in the Hotel Theresa on the evening of December 10,

ARCHIE BROWN was the chairman of the morning session. 

Report of the Committee on Nationalities 

ANTHONY KRCHMAREK made the report for the Committee on 
Nationalities. He proposed that a National Groups Committee or 
Co mmi ssion be set up nationally. Further! that all Districts 
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follow suit and establish District National Groups Commissions. 
Also, that the incoming National Executive Committee prepare a 
resolution on national groups questions. 

All of these proposals were adopted. 

Report on the Resolution on the Jewish Question 

JACK KLING then made the report on the resolution on the 
Jewish question. Following KLING' s report, there were some remarks 
by PAUL NOVICK and by JUNE GORDON. KLING then proposed that a few 
paragraphs from the draft resolution on the Jewish question be 
incorporated in the draft of the main resolution. This proposal 
was adopted. 

KLING also introduced a motion to instruct the incoming 
National Committee to prepare a resolution on the Jewish question, 
using the draft resolution, which he had read, as a basis. This 
motion was adopted. 

Procedure for Nomination and Election of 
Members to the National Committee 



GUS BALL then took the floor to present some problems 
in regard to the nomination and election of members to the 
National Committee. He said that the Presiding Committee was 
faced with- some serious problems. It was not able to make up a 
list of persons to be elected in the at-large category. He said 
that if this pool or at-large category is limited to fifteen, then 
some elements would be missing. For example, there would not be 
enough Negroes, industrial workers, youth, women, and people 
associated with Latin American countries. 

BALL said that in his opinion this method of electing 
National Committee members is not good. It is not a Communist 
method of election. Be stated he hopes that the next Convention 
will be different in this respect. Be then recommended that 
instead of fifteen, that twenty-five people be elected in the 
general category, and thirty-five from the States, so that there 
would be a National Committee of sixty members. 

MORT SCBEER made himself obnoxious by asking all kinds 
of questions and challenging GUS BALL. Bowever, this proposal by 
BALL was accepted with only two abstentions. At first, it was 
thought that the proposal had passed unanimously, but later two 
people indicated that they had abstained. 
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Report of the Convention Appeals Committee 

TOM NABRIED> Chairman of the Convention /Appeals Corn^ 
mittee, made some general remarks, and then called' upon MORRIS 
CHIIDS , Secretary of the Convention Appeals Committee, to make 
the report and recommendations to the Convention. 

CHIIDS stated that the Convention Appeals Committee 
recommended the rejection of the appeal from the AFL Section in 
San Francisco. The Convention, Appeals Committee upholds the action 
of the District leadership in regard to the AFL Section, asks the 
District to disband this group, and take whatever other measures 
are necessary. 

CHILDS then stated that the Convention Appeals Committee 
rejects. the appeal of the Essex County group in New Jersey. 

Then CHILDS stated that the Convention Appeals/ Committee 
rejects the appeal of HARRY HAYWOOD. This announcement caused 
isomewhat of a fight on the floor of the Convention; LOTTIE GORDON 
charged that on the speakers platform there were people who- are 
more revisionist and more anti*-Party than HARRY HAYWOOD. GORDON 
was booed down by the Convention. 

CHILDS said that since the case of CHARLES LOMAN was 
not .an appeal, it was being referred back ,to the New York District 
for action.. 

WILLIAM WE INSTONE then asked what was being done about 
the appeal of MAX BEDACHT. CHIIDS replied that the Appeals Com- - 
mittee of the National Committee had voted to void BEDACHT^ expul- 
sion,, but ruled that BEDACHT *s application for Party membership 
should: be considered' in the future. 

All recommendations of the Convention Appeals Committee- 
were approved by the Convention. 

Report on Communist Party - USA Funds 

MORRIS CHIIDS stated, that the funds of the National 
Office of the Communist Party - USA are audited by CHARLES DIRBA. 
He stated that while DIRBA is not a Certified Public Accountant, 
he is an experienced and loyal comrade. However, the Convention 
should consider the report on Communist Party - USA funds as. infor- 
mation only. CHIIDS then gave figures for the over-all income, 
expenses, surplus, and deficits for the years 1957, 1958, and nine 
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months of 1959* CHIIDS pointed out that the Income from dues Is 
declining constantly and that the value of per capita dues Is also 
declining constantly* 



AFTERNOON SESSION 

NAT ROSENBLUTH was the chairman of the afternoon session* 

Introduction of, and Speech by, 
JUAN SANTOS RIVERA 



BEN DAVIS, in a very laudatory speech, Introduced JUAN 
SANTOS RIVERA, Chairman of the Communist Party of Puerto Rico, who 
walked in on crutches with his head wrapped in bandages* 

RIVERA made a brief and fiery and rousing speech against 
United States Imperialism* He explained how he became involved in 
an accident. He stated that even though his cablegram setting 
forth the time and place of his arrival in New York City had 
been sent in ample time from Puerto Rico, it did not arrive in 
New York City until after he did* Because of this, no one was 
at the airport to meet him* Therefore, he had to take a taxi 
from the airport* When he got out of the cab, a car, ostensibly 
driven by a drunken driver, hit him and he was unconscious for a 
half an hour* RIVERA stated that perhaps all of these chains of 
events should not be placed in the category of an accident* 
RIVERA said, Perhaps all of these things, including the delay of 
the cablegram, could be an effort on the part of United States 
imperialism to kill me* 

In the remaining portion of his remarks, RIVERA talked 
about a conference which was recently held in Puerto Rico, with 
1,323 delegates in attendance* He said that at this conference, 
a movement was organized to fight for independence and against 
United States imperialism* 

Latin American Matters 

PAT TOOHEY made a speech, in which he responded to the 
"greetings" of the Communist Party of Puerto Rico, TOOHEY then 
introduced a resolution on Cuba and a resolution dealing with 
Mexican-Americans • 

Next, JOE NORTH spoke for about fifteen to twenty minutes 
about Cuba. He charged that the newspapers, radio, and television 



in the United States are peddling lies about Cuba* He stated 
that the heart of the Cuban revolution is land reform. 

Someone* from the floor then introduced a motion for a 
resolution calling for amnesty for Puerto Rican nationalists who 
are being held in American Jails. 

All the motions and resolutions in regard to Latin 
American matters were approved by the Convention., 

Nomination and Election of Members 
to the National Committee 



ELIZABETH GURLEY FLYNN nominated WILLIAM Z. FOSTER as 
Chairman Emeritus of the Communist Party - USA, and proposed that 
his election be by acclamation. 

A person from the State of Washington, who is a trade 
unionist and who recently travelled in Eastern Europe, and who , 
was called "ELMER", seconded this nomination by ELIZABETH GURLEY 
FLYNN. He said that FOSTER is considered a great leader .and the 
leader of the Communist Party - USA throughout the world. 

Privately, the remarks of "ELMER" were looked upon as 
an effort to do some campaigning for those supporting the Left 
point of view. ELIZABETH GURLEY FLYNN, said that she could have 
made more extended and laudatory remarks about FOSTER,, if she 
had known that there would be a speech seconding the nomination. 

Except for one abstention,, the proposal of ELIZABETH 
GURLEY FLYNN in regard to FOSTER was approved unanimously. The 
identity of the person abstaining is not known. 

HY LUMER then introduced the preferred list of the 'i Pre-; 
siding and Nominations Committee for the general category. MORT 
SCHEER then introduced a motion that before any other lists of the 
Presiding and Nominations Committee were read, there should be 
nominations from the floor for the general category of 25 members, 
Thei chair approved this motion, and the ruling of the chair was 
upheld by ;a vote of 60 to 49. This was the largest vote the 
forces of the Left had been able to muster. While the majority 
was a little concerned with this development, it turned out that ■ 
some people voted to uphold the ruling of the chair because it was 
felt that this was the more democratic method of making nomina- 
tions. 




LUMER then made motions that a delegate had to vote for 
at least 20 in the, general category of 25, and for at least 25 
of the 35 to be elected from the States. These motions were 
passed and were designed to prevent "bullet ballots". LUMER then 
read the quotas and the nominees from the States. 

* 

Next came the balloting and the results of the balloting. 
It is noted that it took over four hours to vote and to count the 
ballots, and that the Convention proceeded during the counting of 
the ballots. If a delegate could not be present to vote, then 
his vote was divided among the remaining delegates in his delega- 
tion. Thus, in some instances there were fractions of votes; and 
in the case of Ohio, ANTHONY KRCHMAREK cast all seven votes for 
that District. , 

The preferred list of the Presiding and Nominations Com- 
mittee contained 26 names instead of 25, since the last two were # 
tied. This problem wag solved when one of the nominees J 1 b6 

withdrew. There were eight addi- }j-jr 

tionai nominees for tne general category or pool of at-large mem- 
bers; However, they were nominated without preference. Of the 
preferred list of 25, only WILLIAM WEINSTONE was defeated. The 
New York caucus ganged up against WEINSTONE and the Negroes in 
attendance at the Convention voted for MILDRED MC ADORY.

Resolution on the Defense of the Party 

ELIZABETH GURLEY FLYNN made a speech and introduced a 
resolution on the defense of the Communist Party - USA. She also 
talked about aonesty cards for Christmas. 

A motion to adopt the resolution on the defense of the 
Party was passed. 

Resolution on Peace and Disarmament 

HY LUMER recommended adoption of the resolution on peace 
and disarmament, with certain changes. He said that the economics 
of the problem of disarmament should be taken up by the National 
Committee. . 

t 

An elderly woman from the State of Washington, whose 
identity is not known, wanted the Convention to adopt a resolu- 
tion on peace which had been adopted by the State Convention of 
the Communist Party of Washington. 

ARTIE (LNU) (possibly ARTIE EDELMAN) , from New York, 
made some incoherent remarks about the Russian shots to* the moon. 

A motion was then made and approved to adopt the reso- 
lution on peace and disarmament which had come from the Convention 
Committee dealing with this topic. 

Statement on Party Principles 

JAMES ALLEN reported on the statement of Party principles 
or the draft resolution of aims and tasks. This is supposed to be 
an important document. It is a projection of the line adopted at 
the 17th National Convention. It is an exposition and explanation 
of where the Party stands. 

There were no votes against, but there were four absten- 
tions in regard to the document entitled, "Draft Resolution of 
Aims and Tasks'*. 

It should be noted that by this time the crowd was milling 
around and everyone was talking to himself, and almost any resolu- 
tion could have been passed. 
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Report of the Committee on Miscellaneous 
Resolutions , 

ARNOLD JOHNSON made the report for the Committee on Mis- 
cellaneous Resolutions and read one resolution concerning the 
arts and another concerning problems of health. 

Then JOHNSON read a message from the Communist Party of 
Japan, which stated that it was conducting a campaign against the 
Japanese-American Security Treaty. He then read a resolution 
which protested the use of Japan as a military outpost. It said 
that this fosters war instead of peace. It called for the evacua- 
tion of Okinawa. It urged the organizing of a movement of protest 
and the writing of letters and cards to President EISENHOWER and 
appropriate Senate and House Committees protesting the renewal of 
the security treaty between the United States and Japan. 

This resolution was adopted unanimously. 

Concluding Summary Remarks of GUS HALL 

In some concluding remarks, GUS HALL said .that this 
Convention took a big step in order to move forward and onward. 
It is removing some obstacles. There has been a meeting of minds. 
No one person or group of persons had their way at this Conven- 
tion. Everybody changed a little. The proceedings were harmon- 
ious, even though there were some little irritations here and 
there. 

• 

Continuing, HALL stated, At this Convention, one policy, 
one line, and one direction was worked out and this has been 
missing. This will be the line for the entire Party — the mem- 
bers, the National Committee, and the officers. Some people 
still resort to exhortations and bombast, but this Convention did 
not discuss experiences in mass work. We need more examinations 
of concrete experiences. 

Next, HALL attacked factionalism in sharp terms. He 
said that if he reads the Convention correctly and understands its 
spirit, then the leadership has been given a mandate to burn out 
factionalism. In the future, people will be judged by how they 
present things; that is, in a correct way or in a factional way. 
In any case, there is no room for factionalism. He' said that this 
decision on factionalism will not remain on paper. The leadership 
will fight for new methods of work to create comradely relation- 
ships. 




Then HALL said that President EISENHOWER is possibly for 
peace, but it may also be true that he may have difficulty bring- 
ing others in his administration and in the Cabinet around to his 
position. 

HALL quoted from a speech which he said NIKITA KHRUSH- 
CHEV had made recently. KHRUSHCHEV said that there is progress in 
the direction of understanding and peaceful co-existence. So far, 
this is only our impression. Perhaps we should trust our impres- 
sion. HALL said that KHRUSHCHEV put the question in a balanced 
way. Maybe EISENHOWER wants to take a step toward peace, but 
there is still a big group in the United States which is against 
disarmament. 

Next, HALL said that the Communist Party should take 
advantage of everything that is new. The relationships between 
the. United States and the Soviet Union are something new, but the 
cold war is not yet over. Otherwise, why, should we organize a 
movement for peace and peaceful co-existence? 

HALL then discussed the anti-monopoly movement. He 
said he used the word "movement" instead of the word "coalition" 
because the latter word is misused. It is a political, strategic 
concept. There may be contradictions in the capitalist class, 
but it is necessary to take advantage of them. Up to now, the 
Communist Party - USA has been clumsy in the use of the contradic- 
tions in the ruling classes. 

HALL also dealt with the cadre question. He said that 
the Communist Party - USA needs to develop a good Marxist-Leninist 
cadre. He suggested that State Conventions take up this matter in 
order to mold or to fuse the new into the old and still have a 
unified leadership. 

In conclusion, HALL said that this was a good Convention, 
but whether or not this is true will have to be tested in the days 
ahead. We may know in a year if it has been a good Convention. 

Motion to Accept the Main Resolution, 
as Amended 



A motion to accept the main resolution, as amended, was 
passed unanimously. 

Meeting of the New National Committee 
of the Communist Party - USA 
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The new National Committee of the Communist Party - USA 
met from about Midnight to 2:00 A.M. on December 14, 1959* 

When the new National Committee convened, GUS HALL 
announced that the following were the proposals or recommendations 
of the outgoing National Executive Committee for national officers 
and for the Secretariat: 

EUGENE DENNIS, Chairman 

GUS HALL, General Secretary 

BEN DAVIS, National Secretary 

CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT, Vice Chairman 

ELIZABETH GURLEY FLYNN, Vice Chairman 

HYMAN LUMER, Educational Director 

JAMES JACKSON, who for the time being 

will remain in charge of 
Negro affairs and the 
South. 

It was further proposed that of the seven officers, the 
two Vice Chairmen would not be members of the Secretariat; thus, 
leaving a Secretariat of five. 

BEN DAVIS charged that there was a plot against him and 
against the New York District leadership. He said that in view of 
the circumstances surrounding and. the dirty methods used in the 
election, he could not accept the position of National Secretary, 
which had been proposed by the outgoing National Executive Com- 
mittee. He burst into tears and stalked out of the meeting. 

BEN DAVIS later came back to the meeting, and. was urged 
to accept the position at least for the time being in order hot to 
give the enemy press or the "enemy itself" possibilities to create 
further dissention in the Party by emphasizing the split in the 
Party. After some period of discussion, BEN DAVIS agreed s to, serve 
on the Secretariat in the post designated but he said that he still 
retains his opinions about the election of the National Committee 
members. 

During this discussion, the majority -of the members .of 
the new National Committee sat in silence. DAVIS was supported by 
HOMER BATES CHASE, CHARLENE MITCHELL, PAUL ROBESON, JR. , ARNOLD 
JOHNSON, and one or two new members, such as SAM DAVIS, of Minne- 
sota. JAMES JACKSON asked BEN DAVIS, for the good of the Party, 
to reconsider and to serve on the Secretariat. 
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WILLIAM Z. FOSTER had sent an appeal, in the form of a 
letter, requesting that the new National .Committee elect GUS HALL 
as the. leader of the Party and not elect any other officers, 
although HALL would work with a small Secretariat. 

After the debate concerning BEN DAVIS was concluded, the 
National Committee defeated the proposal of FOSTER and endorsed 
the recommendations of the outgoing National Executive Committee 
for the officers and the .Secretariat* 

The new National Committee did hot elect a National 
Executive Committee at this first meeting.

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COMMENTS OF CG 5824-S* 



What caused this big split in the very top leadership 
at the conclusion of what was termed a very good, and united Con-* 
vention? First of all, the majority repudiated what was called 
the one-sided policies of the Left* Secondly, the majority of 
the Convention made a shambles of the BEN DAVIS - BURT NELSON 
slate. But chiefly was the repudiation of the nominees of the 
New York caucus, even though the New York delegation had 36 votes # 
In their place, people who had been repudiated by the New York 
caucus were elected* For example , BETTY GANNETT, WILLIAM L. 
PATTERSON | MIMI FRIEDLANDER, and JAMES TORMEY. On the other hand, 
nominees of the New York caucus such as EVY WIENER, MORT SCHEER, 
and MILT ROSEN, who BEN DAVIS has been grooming for Chairman of 
the New York District, were defeated* BILL ALBERTSON received 
105 # 1 votes — a high vote — even though BEN DAVIS was out to 
defeat him. It can be said that NAT ROSENBLUTH was elected as a 
trade unionist, and PAUL ROBESON, JR. , was elected because of the 
magic of his name. The one small victory by the DAVIS forces was 
the fact that MILDRED MC ADORY nosed out .WILLIAM WEINSTONE, and a 
bloc of votes by the Negroes may have accounted for her election* 

At least for the time being, the Communist Party will 
be run by the Secretariat, and no one individual is, at this 
moment, running the Party. The forces led by FOSTER and DAVIS, 
supporting the point of view of the Left, suffered a sharp defeat. 
The Party is actually in the hands of a combination of the GUS 
HALL - EUGENE DENNIS forces, which received an assist, from the 
remnants of the Right. 

The new National Committee did not designate GUS HALL 
as the leader, although he received an almost unanimous vote for 
membership on the National Committee. Although the victory for 
the new combination was overwhelming, the rift inside the Party 
remains. 

While EUGENE DENNIS does not have the power he had pre- 
viously, he may have more power in another sense. The .defeat of 
the New York group had a chastising effect on BEN DAVIS and! his 
followers. By receiving a high vote, EUGENE DENNIS actually got 
a vote of confidence, especially considering that FOSTER and DAVIS 
were trying to defeat him, A Chairman does have a lot of power, 
and HALL has not yet built a machine. The people in the Secre- 
tariat are pretty tough and are old connivers. The majority of the 
officers, including ELIZABETH GURLEY FLYNN, JAMES JACKSON, and 
CIAUDE LIGHTF00T, are still partial to EUGENE DENNIS* It is quite 



# 



possible that the majority of the new National Executive Committee, 
which will not be elected until February, I960, will favor EUGENE 
DENNIS. This is not to say that they will be against GUS HALL, 
but he is being criticized for trying to be too popular and yet 
acting rashly in handling concrete situations, Thus, DENNIS is 
needed to balance BALL'S rashness. 

While DENNIS is very reserved, if his health improves, 
he will continue to play an important role and he will take his 
position seriously. If he gets only a fraction of the old National 
Executive Committee on the new National Executive Committee, he 
will balance the influence and power of HALL. 

At this moment, the Communist Party - USA has a more or 
less united leadership and at least for a time it would be wrong 
to over-estimate the changes which took place. It is believed 
that the Party has been strengthened and that the acclaim given to 
HALL will be used in an effort to bring back hundreds of members 
into the Party.

STACHEL thought JIM JACKSON would continue to have 
time for Party work even if he were editor of the paper, as 
the managing editor "is the one who sees to the paper from 
A to 2 .

"I attended the 17th National Convention of the 
CP. , U.S.A. which was on l I in 

New York City, N.Y. at the Theresa Hotel in Harlem, the heart 
of the Negro Community in New York City: 



"The Thursday-morning I I Session of the 

17th National Convention, CP. was conducted by the Chairman 
of that morning's session ELIZABETH G. FLENN. The Session 
was opened by singing the U.S. National Anthem (The Star 
Spangled Banner). 

"ELIZABETH GURLEY PLENN, announced that WM. Z. 
POSTER the Chairman emeritus of the National CP. U.S. A. 
is ill & will not be able to attend the National Convention, 
CP; also EUGENE DENNIS, National Secretary of the CP. 
is in a Hospital with a heart attack; She also made mention 
of the CB political prisoners who will not be with this 
Convention. 

■"ELIZABETH G. FLENN, presented the Host of the 
17th National Convention, CP; in the person of BEN DAVIS; 
dilivered a speech of welcome to all of the delegates & 
visitors to the National Convention, CP. Some of the things 
he said were as follow:

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"This Convention must come out with a new pledge 
& a real determination to fight for the right of WM. Z. 
FOSTER, to go to the Soviet Union when he wants to go; 
also fight for the freedom of CP. prisoners whoare now 
serving time in Jail:

"The Resolution on *C.P. Organization' was adopted 
by the 17th National Convention, CP. 

"The next Report was on the 'Resolution on the 
Work & Status of Women: • This report was delivered by a 
member of that Committee in the person of JUANITA,, (Negro 
Woman of No. Calif . ) 

"The report on the Resolution on the work & Status 
of Women, was adopted by the Convention; a discussion followed 
on this report; 

"A Report on the Resolution on the 'Press' was done 
by GEORGE, MEYERS; he stressed the strengthening of an organi- 
zation around the 'Worker' and it's contents to Build the 
Press in order to help speed the goal of Socialism in the 
U.S. A discussion followed this report which was adopted 
by the Convention. 

"GUS HALL, read a Resolution of Greetings to the 
17th National Convention, CP. from the Central Committee 
of the CP. in Prance; which recieved many applauses from 
the National Convention Body. 

"GUS HALL then commented on the functions of the 
nominating Committee for the Election of the CP. National 
Committee; he stated that: 
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"This Convention must look on the process of re- 
building the C.P. The size & quality of the National 
Committee must be taken into consideration. The nominating 
Committee is proposing that the size of the National 
Committee, CP* consist of approximately 50 persons; 35 
of these 50 persons are to be nominated in State caucuses. 
The remaining are to be elected at large. 

"The Districts will meet: in caucuses Saturday - 
afternoon to nominate delegates for the National Committee, 
CP.

"In selecting the National Committee the Convention 
has to consider that it costs the sum of $4,000.00 per 
National Committee meeting} The National Committee will 
most likely meet only twice per year. The newly elected 
National Committee will set up a Secretariat of 5 persons; 
with a determination to mold & rebuild the C.P. 1 

"The Saturday- afternoon Session of the 17th 
National Convention, C.P. was chaireki by GERRALDENE 
LIGHTPOOT, (Negro Woman of Chicago). 

"The first point on. the afternoon agenda was a 
Report on the Resolution on Youth Affairs; this report was 
done by BILL ABBOT: He stated that, the Committee on on 
Youth Affairs has Id Resolutions from States & other areas 
on the question of Youth. The Committee on Youth Affairs 
of the Convention is proposing that the new National 
Committee, C.P. establish a commission on Youth Affairs & 
issue a National Bulletin on Youth Affairs in an effort 
to win 10,000 Youths, for the establishment of 'Socialism' 
in the U.S. The Resolution on Youth Affairs was adopted 
by the 17th National Convention, CP* A discussion 
followed this report. 
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11 next report was from the Constitution Committee; 
this report was done by BURT NELSON.

M A discussion followed this report; the report 
was adopted by the Convention Body. 

"This Session of the Convention adjourned into 
State Caucuses to make nominations for the National 
Committee elections. 

"The report on the nominees for the National 
Committee CP. elections will be made in the Sunday-afte rnoon 
Session of the National Convention CP. I I blD 

"An announcemen t was made that, a Reception will be 
held on Saturday - Night, | following the 

District & State meetings on tne National Committee,. CP. 
elections. The Pood, Coffee & Beer will be on the House, 
also Entertainment; Bring one's own Bottle for other drinks. 

"The Reception was held in the Convention Hall 
at the Theresa Hotel 

"I attended the '4th Day Session of the 17th 
National Convention . CP. U.S.A. which was held on Sunday, 
I I with the same approximate 225 delegates 

attending the Convention. 

"ARCHIE BROWN, the Chairman of the Presiding 
& Rules Committee conducted the opening of this Session. 

"The first point on the agenda was a report on 
the Jewish question: This report was followed by a short 
discussion. 

"The next report was from the Appeals Committee: 

"TOM NAIBRETH, (Negro man of Eastern Penn. ) was 
the reporter for the Appeals Committee; he stated that, in 
reviewing some cases, the Committee found a lot of personal 
feelings involved. The C. P. cannot go on now as in the 
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•fcast; there must be the freeist kind of debate, yet the 
party must not be disrupted. 

"The Committee on Appeals found a lot of subjectir 
vity among comrades in the CP. This must be eliminated; the 
CP. must maintain discipline & understanding of what the 
CP. stands for: 

"The unity of the CP. must be considered & proceed 
from that point of view. 

"There are 4 cases of Appeals & discisions made by 
the Appeals Committee: 

"The first case is that of B.B. & M.Q. of San 
Francisco, Calif. Their appeals are rejected by the 
Committee. They were expelled from the CP. and their 
trial was reviewed & their expellment was correct; they 
carried on a Factional struggle of the worse kind in their 
District. 

"The case on the persons from New jersey: They 
were also expelled from the CP. because of their liquida- 
tionest activities of the worse kind; their appeal was 
rejected, they are expelled. 

"The next appeal is from HARRY HAYWARD, (of N.Y. ) 
He says he is not out of the CP. We consider he is out; he 
was the Chairman of, a group outside of the CP. that group 
was called the Marxist Vanguard group. 

"The Appeals Committee has letters from .HARRY 
HAYWORD, stating that he is still in the CP. because 
someone collected dues from him. 

"The 4th case is that of CHARLIE LUMAR; (Negro 
man of N.Y. ) the Appeals Committee refers this case to the 
New York District Appeals Committee. 

"Note: There was a lot of controversial discussion 
involved around the case of HARRY HAYWOOD.. A motion was 
passed to table the case of HARRY HAYWOOD* for further 
discussion & to be taken up in the new incoming National 
Committee. • 
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"BEN DAVIS, announced to the Convention that, a, 
very distinguished Fraternal Representative came to the 
U.S. to the 17th National Convention, CP. from Puerto 
Rico, and that he was run down by an auto & had been in 
the Hospital, but he is here to-day in the person of WAN 
SANTOS REVERIOD, the President of the CP. in Puerto Rico. 
He does not speak English & his speech will be trans- 
lated to this Convention. • 

"This Puerto Rican delegate was wheeled into 
the Convention Hall, and he recie ved a standing round 
of big applause when he was intering the Convention Hall 
& the same standing tribute of applause when he finished 
his speech to the Convention. The speech was translated 
to the Convention by Puerto Rician delegate.

CC^B^ xtU *~AIGHTPOOT stated that the Resolution on the 
Negro Question is one of the most discussed of all the 
Party's resolutions. He said that they had. some very 
sharp differences on the tactical position of the Negro 
struggle and the analysis of the forces of the enemy of the 
Negro people- in the discussion and deliberations of the 
Committee on the Negro Question. He noted that the analysis 
of the forces of the enemy of the Negro people is a highly 
political problem, 

CONF&S^lA^He added that there were also sharp differences 
on wnether to maintain or delete the slogan of self- 
determination in the Party's Resolution on the Negro 
Question. Self-determination is only one aspect (of the 
Resolution), however. The defects .arising from the different 
competitions in the different movements of the Negro people 
(from the basic organization of the Negro in the churches to 
other Negro movements) leads us to try to find the .immediate 
and main enemies of Negro people. Is the Dixiecrat coalition 
or Monopoly Capital the enemy of the Negro people? Or is 
the Dixiecrat coalition being used by Monopoly Capital as 
the main enemy of the Negro people? 



jcnejbSi*^ 1 * LI GHTFOOT added that he wanted to be very clear 
on 'this question because without clarity the overriding 
issues through which we must develop greater Negro-white 
unity cannot be obtained. The winning of the farmers, the 
middle class and the workers to one general principal of 
unity on the Negro Question is an absolute must because we 
"have some very difficult problems. 

^OEPMS^I^LiGHTFOOT said he wanted to stress that a vote 
hadoeen taken in the Committee on the problem of self- 
determination. He said the vote was taken with the full 
body or at least a quorum of the Committee present, and it 
had come out with 13 in favor of dropping the slogan of self- 
determination and' five opposed to dropping it.

txs&pqamXb In cons i<j or i n g a program of work on< the Negro 
Question, LIGHTFOOT said that first and foremost our 
obligation should be to put a program into effect that when 
understood will remove the idea that the Negro can win 
his objective regardless of unity between Negro and white 
workers. He then asked what do .the Negro people wish? He 
answered this by saying that the Negro people wish to stop 
any and all denial of their '.rights as American citizens. 
The Negro wants to be treated as a human being— no: more, 
no less. He wants to stop the avoiding of his rights and 
privileges as interpreted by the United Nations Charter. He 
wants no more violatioisof the United Nations Declaration of 
Human Rights. 

JyUU.LIGHTFOOT added that the Committee called for 
fecTaration on this in the resolution, on the Negro 
Question and he thought that the committee came out with 
a feeling of unity and purpose. LIGHTPOOT then analysed 
various points in the resolution on the Negro Question. He 
also read portions of the special document prepared by PETTIS 
PERRY of California, and a third document on the Negro 
Question. It was noted that in the document by PETTIS 
PERRY it said that the Negro will never gain any further 
democratic rights until something is done about the South. 
That is the main and overall issue — the Dixiecrats in the 
South. 





* IIA ^-Following LIGHTFOOT* s report there was a discussion 
period, and the following comments were noted:

rest of the Negro Resolution. (This then actually amounted 
to two resolutions.) The California delegation also got 
into the discussion on this point. Finally, the whole 
convention got into a hassle on it and the parliamentarian 
of the convention had to be called to the stage. The 
parliamentarian said that the Committee on Negro Work did 
not make such a recommendation and, therefore, such a motion 
could not be adopted* He pointed out that if such motion 
was adopted it would be out of order and would not be in 
accordance with the original rules adopted for the convention. 
It would mean that the recommendations of the Committee on 
Negro Work would be put aside and that committee would have 
to go back out and re-do its work. He reiterated that the 
committee had recommended the dropping of the slogan and 
acceptance of the main line of the Resolution. Therefore, 
the convention would have to first reject the motion of 
the committee and then send it back to re-do its work before 
accepting this new motion. 

OOiK^^riALSome of those present wanted to challenge the 
parliamentarian on this, saying that he could not put out 
this motion, and others wanted to challenge thfe chairman 
on the matter. The parliamentarian referred all these 
objections back to the rules that had been adopted the 
previous day. Finally, the chairman of the meeting ruled 
that this motion, in its content, could not be acted upon 
in its present form or wording. That ended the discussion 
on the motion. The recommendation of the Committee on Negro 
Work was upheld that the "right of self-determination" be 
dropped and the main line of the Resolution be accepted.

IAIi JLIGHTFOOT said that the resolution tackles -the 
estion of the Communists in the problems of the people 
today. "Left initiative" is the role of the Communists 
in the united front, such as in organizations like the 
Afro-American Heritage Association (A- AH A). LIGHTFOOT then 
explained that the A- AH A is a local organization in Chicago 
which was organized to. celebrate National Negro History 
Week and to focus .attention on outstanding Negroes of the 
past. She cited activities of this type as .one of the 
hallmarks for the developing or unfolding of broader 
developments in the united front in the liberation move- 
ment of the Negro people. LIGHTFOOT continued, saying 
something about her usually having two strikes against 
her. First, she is a woman, and secondly she is CLAUDE 
LIGHTFOOT* s wife. She then gave an example of how this is 
not always a handicap, noting that she joined a Federation 





of Women's Clubs and the president of the women's club 
came to her and said, "Aren't you GERALDYNE LIGHTFOOT?" .

National Committee 

O/M^^P-^ 1 HALL recommended that the new National Committee 
be^iarger than had previously been planned for* He said 
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that the proposed size of the incoming National Committee 
would be 50 members, with 35 elected directly by State • 
or District Delegations and the remaining 15 elected at 
large* He added that the various district delegations 
should take some time out in the coming afternoon or early 
evening to hold district caucuses in order to discuss 
their proposals for the new National Committee* In discuss- 
ing the new National Committee, HALL suggested that the 
various delegations give consideration to having a balanced 
National Committee with consideration being given Negroes, 
women, and youth in the deliberation. He then cited the 
following as the members of the National Committee to be 
elected by the respective districts:

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^Report on the Auditing 
A£ >£nd Appeals Committee 

F lAi MORRIS CHILDS gave the report of the Auditing 
Committee. At the outset he indicated this was not a true 
audit because it was not prepared by accountants, but it 
was believed to be correct. He reported the income for 
the Party in 1957 was $196,079*78/ and expenditures were 
$144,000.99. in 1958 the income was $133,832.73 and expenses 
were $131,361. He reported a balance for 1958 as $2,471.39. 

cm^BS^i^* Continuing, CHILDS said that income for the first 
ninejmd^ths of 1959 had been $92,812.55, and expenses for 
this same period were $90,323.41, which left a balance for 
the first nine months of 1959 of $2,489.14. The Party's 
total liability as of the current date is $11,018.96. He 
also noted that the reporting of CP dues is not up to date, 
but it reflects quite a decrease over 1958. The 1958- 
average was $1.21 per person whereas the 1959 average is 
only $1. 

C0»^J^*IAI. a motion was made to accept the report of the 
Auditing and Appeals Committee and it was passed. 

CWlD^i^i-At this time a new subject was brought up with an 
appeal concerning the case of MAX BEDACHT who, it was reported, 
had been in the CP since 1905. The petitioner for him said 
that .he had been expelled from the CP along with his son and 
daughter; however, he appealed this suspension in 1950, but 
nothing was ever done about it. 

Cffm^^hlt was pointed out at this time that the Appeals 
Committee had already taken action on this case and MAX was 
no longer under suspension. The Appeals Committee reported 
that it would not take any further action on this matter as 
he is no longer in an expelled status and is, therefore, 
considered a member of the Party. (Apparently no one had 
advised MAX of this decision of the Appeals Committee.) 

AOMffltaKpAiAt this time BEN DAVIS announced that a fraternal 
delegate from Cuba was to have addressed the Convention, 
but he did not appear. DAVIS did introduce a fraternal delegate 
from Puerto Rico, who had been injured in an automobile acci- 
dent, en route to the Convention from the airport. This 
fraternal delegate, JUAN SANTOS RIVERAS (PH), brought greetings 
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from the Puerto Rican CP to this Convention. RIVERAS had 
to be helped onto the stage and It was noted that his head 
was In bandages and he seemed to be in pain. 

PAT TOOHEY extended the greetings of the Convention 
to him and presented him with some flowers. 

This Puerto Rican delegate spoke completely in 
Spanish and his comments were translated by JESUS COLON. 
RIVERAS criticized the sharp attack by United' States 
Imperialism on the Puerto Ricans and described this attack 
as the worst in history. At the outset of his comments he 
also said that he felt his injuries were not the result of 
an "accident", but that this was the result of the work of 
the Capitalist forces possibly trying to prevent his 
attendance at this Convention. 

i 

At this time two resolutions were introduced, one 
which wished RIVERAS a speedy recovery and the other was 
that the National Committee set up a plan of work on the 
Latin American situation with particular emphasis on a 
hands-off policy to be played by the- United. States. In 
speaking about Cuba at this time it was brought out that 
there are three departments in the Cuban Government which 
are headed by Negroes, and" the United States does not 
have any departments which are headed by Negroes. An 
additional resolution instructed the incoming National 
Committee to set up a meeting on the West Coast to deal 
with nothing but the Mexican Question. The incoming National 
Committee should also set up a West Coast Commission for work 
among the Mexican people and it should also draft an appeal 
asking the United States people to aid the Latin American 
people in their fight against the sugar trusts, etc. 

JESUS COLON did a lot of talking during this 
particular period. He said that it is the obligation of 
the CP, USA, to support these Latin American people in 
their struggle as a part of the general struggle of the 
world proletarian movement. He noted that in Cuba, for 
example, a 15 man land reform committee has already been 
set up and it is the heart and soul of the economy in Cuba. 
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—A request was also made that post cards, letters, 



telegrams, etc., be sent to the United States Government 
leadership protesting the fact that the United States had 
taken action in support of BATISTA (the ousted dictator of 
Cuba). It was reported' that BATISTA has plans to invade 
Cuba by January, 1960, and reportedly the United States 
Government will try to assist in this invasion. It was 
also pointed out that the United States Government has 
adopted the policy of boycotting and banning shipments of 
arms to CASTRO in Cuba, and also against other countries 
which might subsequently ship the arms to Cuba, while at the 
same time it is allowing BATISTA'S forces to get arms and 
munitions, A request was made that immediately upon the 
return from this Convention each district act at once with 
regard to sending in the protests about this situation.
